What’s Happening to the Beef Industry? 


The American Cattle Producer is up against a seri- 
ous Problem, one that no one ever thought would 


confront him. 


In due respect to the Producers of 


Beef Cattle their Voice in the matter should be 
duly respected and observed by all those in power 
By DICK HAHNE 


HE CATTLE MAN has been accepted 
Ts: a part of the heritage of this great 

new world, accepted and respected, but 
the major part of the population of this 
country paid little thought to the great part 
that the beef cattle producers and feeders 
played in their every day lives. That is, 
until a few months ago, at which time they 
learned only too well the importance of beef 
in the daily diet of the millions of Ameri- 
cans engaged in gainful occupations in the 
towns and villages of America. 

Some people thought about the great 
work done by the farmers and stockmen, for 
from time to time, when labor unions were 
on strike and production of materials of war 
and industry were halted, one would hear 
from more than one source that it was a 
very good thing that the stockmen and 
farmers were not unionized, for should they 
have called a strike and ceased shipment of 
live stock to the great market places of 
America, it would have been the greatest 
blow ever struck against the people of this 
country. 

The men supplying food stuffs, and espec- 
ially the cattle men, have been proud to 
serve their country. The beef producers 
have always been proud of the fact that no 
government subsidy had ever been needed 
in the history of America to keep them in 
production and to guarantee a living wage. 
The tide has turned. 

Everywhere cattlemen are meeting and 
voicing an opinion against the proposed pro- 
grams including the roll back, subsidy and 
perhaps importation of Argentine beef to 
alleviate the critical shortage of beef. That 
is, if the situation is indeed critical. Per- 
haps it is, but we are not in a position to 
make a statement for or against, and only 
hope that our own producers are not expos- 
ed to competitive selling against cattle pro- 
ducers of South America. 

The statements made by various men, 
who are supposed to know, is of a conflict- 
ing nature. One will say we do not have 
enough cattle to supply the demand, another 
Says that we have an overstock of beef pro- 
ducing animals and that we should sell all 
grass fat beef cattle, even to some of the 
cows, for in his opinion this would help out 
the present situation and also assure produc- 
ers that they would not end up with an over- 
stock of beef animals after the war, with re- 
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sultant price drop. At the same time we are 
told that our producers will have to keep on 
raising beef on a grand scale to feed the 
people of Europe, who must be rehabilitated 
and fed for some time after the war is end- 
ed. It is all very confusing. 


We are good Americans. We trust the 
men to whom we delegate power to manage 
the affairs of the government. We know 
that suspicion is the seed of discontentment, 
yet we can not help but wonder if the whole 
affair is not a huge publicity campaign to 
set public approval to believing that our 
producers can not raise enough beef, thus 
making it possible to open the gates and al- 
low Argentine beef to come into this coun- 
try. 


Just recently the cattlemen of this coun- 
try agreed to the purchase of a large 
amount of canned corned beef for use by 
military forces. Canned beef has been com- 
ing to this country for civilian consumption 
for some time, but frozen beef and fresh 
carcasses have not been allowed to enter. 
Our cattlemen can not forget the outbreak 
of foot-and-mouth disease that we had in 
1914. 


With every cattle magazine in the United 
States trying to help by printing some facts 
on this problem we thought it only our duty 
to present at this time two articles that con- 
cern all cattlemen. The first article was 
written by Eugene J. Hayward and tells his 
opinion of the Argentine situation. This 
article was published in the American Cat- 
tle Producer in 1941. The second article was 
written by Dr. C. U. Duckworth, and appear- 
ed in the June, 1943, American Cattle Pro- 
ducer. We think that every reader will find 
in these two articles some very enlightening 
information concerning Argentine cattle 
production and what might happen if we 
again allow fresh and frozen carcasses to 
enter this country. 


Hayward tells of the Argentines’ Problems 


Reprinted from the February, 1941, American Cattle Producer. 


“Did you ever see such a country for fat- 
tening cattle? All they have to do is just 
turn the steers loose on pasture and they 
fatten by themselves.” That remark was 
made to me by James Bruce, an American 
who was judging at a fat-steer show in the 
city of Buenos Aires three months ago, and 
it is a common attitude often expressed re- 
garding the fine grazing lands of Argen- 
tina. 

In the southern part of South America the 
Argentine Republic stretches from the At- 
lantic seacoast in the east to the high peaks 
of the Andes in the west and from the sub- 
tropical regions of the continent in the 
north to the cold windswept lands of Tierra 
del Fuego beyond the Straits of Magellan in 
the south. 

Beginning on the eastern seacoast in the 
central part of the republic, spreading west- 
ward for over 300 miles, and extending 
north and south more than 500 miles, are 
the Argentine pampas. This great flat ex- 
panse of land, almost riverless, naturally 
treeless, and unbroken by hills or moun- 
tains, seems to go on forever, unchanging 
to the horseman who rides across it. This 
is the heart of the Argentine cattle country. 

It was on these pampas almost a century 
ago where wild native cattle roamed the un- 
fenced ranges and where the man with a 
long rope and a ready branding iron could 


accumulate a large herd in a few years. 
Cattle were cheap, and it was not until 
about 1900 when refrigeration had been de- 
veloped that Argentine exports of chilled 
and frozen beef became important and caus- 
ed the growth of Argentina’s present live 
stock industry. 

Today those prairies are fenced, and 
large, well organized ranches cover the pam- 
pas. Native cattle have been largely re- 
placed by fine English breeds, principally 
Shorthorn, and, ranking second and third, 
the Hereford and the Polled Aberdeen-An- 
gus. Farming of the soil has begun to de- 
velop on a large scale, and scientific breed- 
ing and crop production systems are rapidly 
replacing the old careless methods of the 
gaucho stockman. 

On these peampas are found more than a 
third of all cattle produced in Argentina, or 
about 12,000,000 head out of a total of 
33,000,000 head in the country. There, on 
ranches varying in size from a few thous- 
and acres to over 100,000 acres, vast herds 
of cattle are grazed. Alfalfa and grain fields 
are used to pasture-fatten thousands of 
steers annually. 

Though only a third of the cattle produc- 
ed in Argentina come from the pampas, al- 
most all are fattened there. From the south- 
west Territory of Neuquen, fifteen-month-

Greetings 


I am delighted to be with you on the oc- 
casion of the beginning of the twenty-fifth 
volume of the Aberdeen-Angus Journal, and 
wish to take this occasion to express my full 
appreciation of the cordial and most excel- 

- lent cooperation on the part of Aberdeen- 
Angus breeders throughout the beef cattle 
world. It has been only through your splen- 
did support that the Aberdeen-Angus Jour- 
nal has been able to serve the breed to the 
degree that it has done 
these past twenty - four 
years. The dream of that 
hot summer day in 1919 has 
to a considerable degree 
come true. I must confess 
however that the road has 
been long and at times 
rough. Together we have 
gone down, together we 
have risen to higher ideals 
and nobler accomplishments 
within the breed and its 
sponsor, the breed paper. 
The wheel of time rolls 
steadily on, slowly but sure- 
ly. Just so substantially 
has our chosen breed and 
profession of producing beef 
cattle of the highest order, 
the one breed that fulfills 
the needs of the American 
farm program to a very 
high degree, developed. What lies ahead 
is a matter of conjecture. My love is still 
with the breed, and my sincere best wishes 
with the noble men and women who are 
working with them—owners, herdsmen and 
managers. We are now entering upon the 
closing year of our first quarter century 
together. This period and its associations 
are the highlights of my life time. Faith, 
integrity and ambition are three dominant 
factors that will carry our beloved breed 
forward in the future. 

During these twenty-four years of service 
to the breed and the breeders I have seen 
the breed grow from a fondling to the posi- 
tion of a rather mature and wholesomely 
dependable institution. We have made sub- 
stantial progress within the breed as to type 
and general conformation, the process has 
been slow and it has met with obstacles 
that have materially retarded as we have 
gone along. Let us not permit the thing 
to happen again that occurred following 
world war one when breeders held as many 
females as possible and used whatever bull 
might be handy or available. It is vastly 
different today. Certainly we are approach- 
ing another post war period when to my 
mind there will be many readjustments re- 
quired. We are in a much better position 
than we were at the close of the other war. 
Our breed has expanded to every nook and 
crany where beef cattle can be produced 
economically and profitably. Our cattle 
have met, and will meet, the requirements 
about as fully as anyone could reasonably 
expect. The breed is in strong hands, able 
and capable of holding all the better cattie 
whatever may come. These hands do not 
represent the extensive owners alone, as 
they did the other time, for there are thous- 
ands of smaller breeders whose herds are 
manned with top notch breeding bulls, an 
assurance that the breed can not possibly 
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be overcome. To my way of thinking the 
Aberdeen-Angus position is impregnable. 
We shall be able to successfully meet any 
situation that may confront us as the days, 
months and years roll by. Our cattle, I 
mean the breed generally, are in position 
to extend their lines and to hold them. No 
better beef animal was ever placed upon 
American farms, nor upon the range pas- 
tures. 

Naturally a fight for supremacy is never 
won for long unless that fight is carried 
on constantly, consistently, energetically 
and above all honestly. While it is true 
that our country is under- 
going an unscrupulous ma- 
nipulation in many respects, 
including our beef cattle in- 
dustry, we shall survive 
that destructive program. 
When the new day breaks 
and the sun comes up over 
the eastern hills, new glory 
will rest upon our breed and 
the men and women spon- 


soring it. In my humble 
opinion we have a meat 
shortage today, created 


through ill advised manipu- 
lation or direction. This 
country has beef cattle, 
plenty of them and of bet- 
ter quality than ever in my 
time. When we return to 
rational thinking and oper- 
ation permitting supply and 
: demand to regulate markets 
our breed will be holding a most favorable 
position. I can not bring myself to believe 
that subsidies of any sort are right. Per- 
haps I am of the old American school found- 
ed on ambition, tenacity, integrity, rugged 
individuality. The world has always had 
with it a share of dependables. However 
that is no just reason why all should be put 
in that classification. As yet I have been 
unable to create within myself the idea 
that we do not have a real beef shortage in 
the offing and that that situation will pre- 
vail for many years to come. The emptying 
of feed lots, sending unfinished cattle to 
market, ceilings, both on meat and corn, 
with wages running rampant, has created a 
situation, elements of which will never be 
cincronized into a smoothly running insti- 
tution. We must have beef, we will have 
beef, and we will produce it, and Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle will play an important roll in 
this new situation. Certainly our law mak- 
ers in Washington, realizing that the sta- 
bility of our nation rests so substantially 
upon sound agriculture, will not permit that 
agriculture to be undermined through the 
importation of beef that has any relation 
to being able to bring to our industry de- 
structive infection. 

Back again to our cattle. Many splen- 
did improvements have been made within 
the breed. Quality has been enhanced 
through the development of smoothness. 
Heads have been improved materially these 
past twenty-four years. Personally I have 
seen every International grand champion 
bull placed since 1903 when the McWhorter 
bred Lucy’s Prince won that honor for D. 
Bradfute & Son, of Ohio, and returned to 
do the same trick the following year, on 
down to the last International. Perhaps the 
most noticeable change has been in the 
depth of body, coupled with a little more 
compactness, and I believe generally a little

| YOU WANT TO START in the 
So beef cattle business. O. K. The 

* field’s wide open, it’s right smart 
fun, and if you conduct it right you stand 
to make yourself some money, otherwise 
you’re liable to make money for somebody 
else and a headache for yourself. 

Before you jump in you’d better knock 
off and find out what it’s all about. You’d 
better study the ways of successful men 
and the mistakes of the flops. You’ll have 
no trouble finding good examples of each. 
Small fortunes have been made in the cat- 
tle business, and some big ones lost, but 
the backbone of the business is made up of 
those who did neither. Yes sir! The back- 
bone’s composed of the fellows who went 
in to make a living or a contribution, to 
stay in through thick and thin, war or 
peace, and most of all, who really found out 
what they were getting into before they 
dived. 

First thing you ought to get in your nog- 
gin is that the business has cycles, which is 
a fancy way of saying—sometimes it’s very 
good indeed, and sometimes it rolls over 
and plays dead. Nine times outa’ ten, cat- 
tle prices go up for about 7 or 8 years, and 
then hit the skids for about a like number, 
unless, of course, somewhere along the line 
some simple sap who failed to read his his- 
tory book, starts out to conquer the wor!d 
again in which case the cattle business 
throws a fit, in fact everything gets the 
willies and it becomes impossible to tell 
what any business will do. 

But here, you must remember this, 
there’ll be good years and some bad ones— 
this is sure. If you want to get in, get in with 
the idea of staying, or else you’ll probably 
be better off to stay out. A man with 
enough capital to start in the cattle busi- 
ness right can be an enormous asset to the 
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business. There are many moneyed men 
in it, good men too, but if they’re success- 
ful they studied before they started. They 
knew for sure what they were getting into. 

Next, ask yourself this question; what 
are cattle for anyhow? The answer, so far 
as I know is this. Cows are kept to convert 
something that ain’t fit for humans to eat 
into something that is. Or simply, to 
market crops. If the human stomach was 
made to digest grass, and corn, and fodder, 
and hay, there’d be absolutely no use for 
cows. However, the human stomach being 
what it is, people a long time ago started 
keeping cows for the sole purpose of con- 
verting the aforementioned crops, plus a 
few others, into decent grub such as thick 
T-Bone steak which not only tastes good but 
is good for you. 

Now if you’ve studied these two basic 
facts thoroughly, that is, (1) That the pur- 
pose of cattle is to market crops, and (2) 
That sometimes the business is good, some- 
times it’s awful, I think you’re ready to ob- 
serve some of the mistakes of beginners 
who have flopped in the cow business. 

Let’s consider some cases. 

The first fellow is the one who’s made a 
big wad of dough someplace such as invent- 
ing a new brand of hair oil or a fuzzless 
peach. He’s been to a show somewhere, 
gotten all hepped up on cows, goes home 
and says to his long suffering wife, “Let’s 
fix and raise some cattle.” That settles 
it, he’ll be a cowman. He has no more idea 
what made the show cows that good than 
an ape, and furthermore he doesn’t want to 
bother to find out. He doesn’t have a 
farm, but what the heck, that can come lat- 
er. So out he goes, buys a cowman’s hat, 
a pretty fair pair of boots, learns the dif- 
ference between a cow and a bull, and de- 
cides that forever after he’ll be a catteman. 
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This fellow ought to save his , 
buy war bonds, or endow a girl's ie 
He’s probably made a success in business 
because he studied it, but he has the a 
forgivable simpleness to believe that any 
nut can succeed in the cattle game. Of 
course, he’ll find out differently in about 
two years. It’s true he makes a good may. 
ket for the already established breeder, anj 
he opens up with a loud noise, but for cop. 
structiveness, he’d as well spend his tine 
fishing. 

The second one we'll call the plunger, 
There are two kinds—one plunges at the 
bottom, another at the peak. The first fellow 
makes some money for himself, the second 
makes it for somebody else. Neither one 
does the business any particular good. No, 
don’t get the idea that I’m simple enough 
to believe that a breeder should not stock 
heavily in low times and sell heavily at 
higher times—that’s only sound gumption, 
I refer to the low plunger as the one wh 
simply assembles a group of riff-raff dur. 
ing the low prices, and then widely dis- 
tributes this garbage to poor suckers at 
high prices when things perk up. He could 
more accurately be called a cattle multiplier 
rather than a cattle breeder. The sound 
constructive breeder takes advantage of low 
periods to increase his herd with good-type, 
popularly bred animals, and when business 
improves he has animals of the caliber 
which will do both him and his customers 
some good. The high-price plunger, if he 
buys good ones, stands a bare chance of 
success provided he doesn’t get fed up when 
prices go down a little and decide to toss 
in the towel and sell everything for han- 
burger. 

Case number three might be called the 
“T-Can’t-decide-what-kind” type. He has a 
slice of good dirt someplace, he really 
should be raising cattle, he has a good deal 


of sound gumption and enough business ‘ 


sense to make a go of cattle. His farm is 
well located, and well laid out for the cattle 
business. His problem is this—What 
breed? and if so grades or purebreds? The 
matter of breeds is one of personal prefer- 
ence and availability. Any wide awake per- 
son knows Aberdeen-Angus are good cattle, 
as long as they are the guud ones, so lets 
say he selects Aberdeen-Angus. 


I’ll probably be criticized for this, but in 
my honest opinion, a man starting in the 
cattle business, without previous experience 
would be smarter to start with grades. Nat- 
urally, I refer to grade cows—a pureb 
bull always. There are a mess of reasons 
for this but only one is of major import 
ance. He can get valuable experience W! 
breeding, feeding, and management pr0b 
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ut a large initial investment. A 
ew — ta naturally make mistakes 
rs lenty, he may fizzle out entirely. He 
a not be temperamentally equipped to be 
a good cattleman, Maybe he ought to be 
raising beans or fightin’ chickens. Frankly, 
I’ve seen too much of the new fellow diving 
in up to his ears with purebreds, starving 
the poor devils to death, and fizzling out 
generally, with the result that the purebred 
business gets a black eye throughout the 
neighborhood. 

Let me tell you of an example about 
which I am very familiar. A medium grade 
farmer on a good farm, decided through 
high-pressure salesmanship that he’d go in- 
to the purebred business. He was in a com- 
munity where raising cattle was relatively 
new, but quite well adapted. The cattle he 
bought had acceptable pedigrees but were 
sour in appearance. He had very little feed 
that a cow likes, his pastures were unim- 
proved, and generally he just didn’t have 
the right layout for purebreds. His first 
crop of calves were mousey, pot-bellied and 
homely. His cows gave practically no milk 
and looked like the wrath of the gods after 
calving, even though they were in fair flesh 
when he bought them. Anyhow, this fel- 
low’s cattle were an example of purebreds 
to all his neighbors. Is it any wonder you 
hear people say, “The _purebred’s a fake, 
no constitution, no nuthin’ ”? 

This man’s purebred cattle venture flopp- 
ed, yet with some experience handling fair- 
ly good grades, he was potentially a pure- 
bred breeder. If he had started with good 
grade cows and a registered bull, he’d have 
stood a much better chance, later on, in the 
purebred game, and he’d have gotten his 
experience much cheaper. He’d have made 
the same mistakes probably, but he’d not 
have soured a lot of other people on the 
purebreds. Incidentally he’s now running 
this same lot of cattle as grades, having 
built a fire in the cook stove with the reg- 
istry papers. He’s coming, too, someday 
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he’ll make a pretty good breeder of regis- 
tered Aberdeen-Angus cattle. 

Then there’s the fellow who believes pedi- 
gree is a substitute for feed. He begins by 
making a complete, detailed, and thorough 
study of all families, legitimate and illegit- 
imate, he can recite from memory the fam- 
ily tree of the Ericas, the Queen Mothers, 
and the Blackcaps, he can trace any brute 
all the way back to old Jock or old Gran- 
nie, he knows William McCombie’s life 
thoroughly and he was personally acquaint- 
ed with the Blackcap Revolution. He starts 
out by buying a good lot, all bred in the 
purple—you can’t interest him in anything 
the least off color in geneology. He thinks 
that’s all there is to the business. Yes sir! 
“Blood will tell” or “Like begets like” he 
yells, or “Genes are pretty hot stuff” and 
all such. 

The only trouble here is that he forgot 
to go through the lst grade in his cattle 
education. He completely forgot lesson No. 
1—cattle are kept to market crops. 

It’s a great deal of sport to visit a fel- 
low of this kind. He meets you at the gate, 
pedigree book in hand, neat but well worn 
from having been studied over and over. 
First you look at the bull. He’s awful. His 
face is sad, every last bone in his carcass 
shows plainly, his tail drags the ground, and 
he’s too weak to even beller. But your ped- 
igree nut expounds at great length about 
his great, great, grandsire winning a blue 
ribbon at the tri-district fair where the 
attraction was a baby, pie and cat show. 

Next you see the cows and calves. They 
were wintered on broom-sedge hay, ice wat- 
er and ancestry. You can see clean through 
two of them standing side by side, their 
udders are about the size of a new-fangled 
ladies hat, and the poor little calves are 
almost beyond description. They wobble up 
to the old cows, drag away hopefully at the 
pint-sized udders, and then wobble away 
again with an expression that looks like— 
“what the heck.” 
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Before you start, Mr. Beginner, remem- 
ber this. You can have the outstanding 
pedigrees of the land, but you can’t produce 
cattle without feed. Every method of pro- 
ducing good cattle without feed has been 
tried—all have failed. 

Then we have the reverse of this—pedi- 
gree nut case. We have the one who be- 
lieves fat will hide all. He begins by buy- 
ing a duke’s mixture of type, pedigree, and 
size. Some have pedigrees so plain they 
stink, others have fairly good ones. Some 
are long-legged, some are medium long- 
legged, and others are very long-legged in- 
deed. The pedigrees and the poor type 
doesn’t worry our friend though. He feeds 
the daylights outa this debris, shows at 
the local fair, and then pans the judge un- 
mercifully because he winds up at the tail 
end of each class. He prices his stuff at 
the prevailing scale for decent typed cattle, 
finds no takers, finally takes what he can 
get usually from the butcher, and then won- 
ders why he isn’t making any money. He 
condemns the whole business, and loudly 
proclaims all cattle buyers, fools. He never 
learns, but fortunately he soon goes broke 
in the cattle game, rents his farm and gets 
a government job, or buys a filling station 
on Highway 42. 

Next, we’ll consider the I-don’t-believe- 
in-advertising crank. His farm is on R. F. 
D. No. 9, seven miles east of Eiselberg’s 
store. You take the first right hand turn 
after you pass the church on the left ’tother 
side of Grandpa Herman Hartses corner 80, 
you can’t miss it. His cattle are OK, he 
feeds them enough, but he expects custom- 
ers to smell it when he has anything to 
sell. He doesn’t believe in showing at the 
county fair, he never puts a brute in the 
public sales—“Costs too damn much”—he 
won’t spend a plugged nickel for an ad in 
a recognized breed publication, he rarely 
answers an inquiry—and when he does it’s 
on a piece of brown paper written with a

even old glass. Stamps tell a varied story 
of the countries of the world, portraying in 
delightful detail the historical significance 
of their progress; books sketch for us most 
vividly the character, thoughts and feelings 
of the people of the time in which they were 
written; paintings, antique furniture, and 
old glass help further to fill in that back- 
ground—all giving mute evidence of the 
sincerity of purpose, the love of beauty, the 
devotion to an ideal which is ever found be- 
hind all that which survives the test of time. 

So, when my husband began to buy farm 
land and to cast longing eyes at all the 
black cattle he saw, I found the fascination 
of the cattle auction ring much greater than 
the lure of the antique shop. Besides, this 
was something we could enjoy together— 
tracing pedigrees, studying blood lines, try- 
ing hard for the right foundation. 

One of the old Scotch breeders was at our 
farm the other day, and he remarked then, 
“You, in the few years you’ve been in the 
business, have done what most breeders fail 
to do in a lifetime—you should go far.” But 
any success which may come to Oak Ridge 
will be because we’ve been fortunate in as- 
sembling there some of the finest examples 
of the master breeders of the Aberdeen- 
Angus world. 

We’re rather proud of our herd—there 
are not many which can boast of So many 
real foundation animals, carrying pedigrees 
which give assurance of sound back ground 
and indicative of future development and 
performance—their possession will always 
be a challenge. 

First, there is Erica Marshall 6th 412142, 
sired by Earl Marshall, out of Eline E. D., 
tracing back through Brookside Eline, by 
Black Woodlawn, to Eline of Balmoral, bred 
by His Majesty the King, out of Eline Ab- 
ergeldie, bred by Her Majesty. We also 
own her daughter, sired by Elbor of Lonjac 
4th, intensely Blackcap Revolution bred, as 
well as two of her granddaughters. 

Barbara M. of Anoka 477538, sired by 
Blackbird Bandolier of Page, first prize 
winner at the International, is probably one 
of the most valuable producing Aberdeen- 
Angus cows in the world today. She was 
junior champion at the International in 
1933; her daughter, Anoka Barbara 503839, 
was junior champion in 1936, and another 
daughter, Anoka Barbara 2d added many 
fresh honors to that record. 

When we made a trip to Mr. A. D. Brad- 
shaw’s farm, ostensibly to buy another cow, 
I very casually asked to see Barbara M. of 
Anoka. She was pointed out with a beau- 
tiful heifer calf at foot, Mr. Bradshaw apol- 
ogizing at the time for the way she looked. 
I remarked, however, that no apology need 
ever be made for a cow of that age who 
took such excellent care of her calf, and 
asked, inasmuch as he had two daughters 
of the old cow, if he would put a price on 
her. He immediately shook his head, say- 
ing, “I just couldn’t—the day I bought that 
heifer I made the same promise to myself 
that I made when I married my wife—only 
death would part us.” Later, after we had 
completed the purchase of Barbara M. of 
Anoka, found me apologizing to Mr. Brad- 
shaw for taking her out of his herd. We had 
accepted another challenge! 

There are two other McHenry Barbaras, 
both daughters of Barbara McHenry 69th, 
sired by Earl Marshall; one being by Els 
Revolution 3d, one of the herd sires in use 
at Oak Ridge. He is a son of Revolution 
81st, by Blackcap Revolution, out of the 
first prize winning Elslow 6th, by Earl Mar- 
shall. The other is sired by the intensely 
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Earl Marshall bred Earl Eric Marshall 5th. 

I wish that every lover of good cattle 
could see Erica Harrison 91st 4119388, 
daughter of Blackcap Revolution, out of 
Epizoan, by Earl Marshall. She was calved 
in 1927, but despite her age her fine bull 
calf is still unable to take care of all the 
milk she produces. Her daughter, sired by 
Elbor of Lonjac 4th, also at our farm, is 
worthy of her fine lineage. 

We are particularly proud of Evergreen 
Strathmore 519404, sired by the Interna-

We have four daughters of Erica Harri- 
son 169th 453718, sired by the International 
grand champion, Revolution 100th, out of 
Erica Harrison 91st, by Blackcap Revolu- 
tion, which should prove valuable additions 
to our other intensely Revolution 100th bred 
heifers. 

Another interesting addition was Erica 
Harrison 168th 453717, daughter of the In- 
ternational grand champion Eileenmere 
15th, out of Erica Harrison 110th, by Revo- 
lution 7th, as well as her two year old 
daughter by Elbor of Lonjac 4th and her 
yearling daughter by Earl Eric 27th. 

Also, Pride Protest 42d 446275, daughter 
of the 1927 International grand champion 
bull, Revolution 7th, out of Pride Protest 
8th, daughter of Earl Marshall. 

One of the most interesting of these old 
pedigrees is that of Blackcap Empress 114th 
443917, sired by Ex Marshall 3d, an excep- 


ducing three calves that sold for $70,000.00, 
a record unequalled for any other cow. 

Three of our aged cows are now pretty 
poor specimens as individuals, but we al- 
ways point them out with pride, for they are 
daughters of Erie Revolution, full brother 
in blood to the International grand chan- 
pion Revolution 100th. One of these, St. Al- 
bans Evergreen 429773, being the maternal 
grandam of Evermere T. the last Interna- 
tional grand champion female and that sold 
to Ralph Smith in the 1941 Tolan auction 
for the record price of $6,700.00 the highest 
selling Aberdeen-Angus cow at auction 
since 1920. We have a number of daugh- 
ters and granddaughters of these three Erie 
Revolution cows, one an especially good 
producer, being sired by Emulous. 

We also have a granddaughter of Emu- 
lous, Blackcap 8th of Lake Albans, being @ 
daughter of Blackcap 6th of St. Albans, out 
of Blackcap Harrison 71st, sired by Black 
cap Revolution—just a heifer as yet, bit 
giving promise of being a real matron.

HREE STATES are constantly stand- 
i ing towards the top of the list each 
year as leaders in the activities of 


Aberdeen-Angus promotion. These three 
states are Iowa, Missouri and Illinois and 
strange as it may seem this same area con- 
tains the bulk of the county and district 
associations, which have been actively en- 
gaged in establishing regular auctions for 
the sale of cattle bred and raised by the 
members of those groups. 

It is doubtful that any state can boast 
of so many active associations of Aberdeen- 
Angus breeders as can be found in Missouri, 
and it is hard to believe that the majority 
of those small associations have been found- 
ed in the past three or four years, with a 
regular planned sale being held by each 
group at least once a year, sales that have 
played a tremendous part in the rapid 
growth of new herds all over Missouri. 

There are very few such associations to 
be found outside of the area named, and 
surely breeders in other states would find 
it most profitable to establish county, or 
district associations, for the express pur- 
pose of offering surplus breeding stock. It 
is fascinating to watch the growth of these 
small groups, offering at first a none too 
large a group of sale cattle, and developing 
until enough cattle are available to make 
possible severe culling of the sale entries 
and building the annual sale event into one 
of the very best means of marketing breed- 
ing stock, and an event that helps establish 
the prices for cattle sold at private treaty. 

Missouri breeders, with several very 
active associations engaged in presenting 
annual sales, were the first to make plans 
that would assist outside buyers in select- 
ing foundation stock by the simple means 
of planning sale dates so that several sales 
would be held in one week, and so arranged 
in locality that no backtracking was needed 
to cover the entire series. 

This week of sales was first presented in 
the spring of 1943, and all readers will re- 
member the success of that venture, when 
several hundred cattle were led through the 
rings and distributed to buyers from many 
states. This big string of sales came about 
through the association members wishing to 
do something in line with conservation of 
tires and gasoline, and to enable visiting 
buyers to inspect as many cattle as possi- 
ble from which to select their breeding 
stock for their respective herds. 

Another big string of Missouri sales for 
the month of September, 1943, will again 
find buyers from other states in attendance, 
for the kind of cattle offered in these sales 
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EILEENMERE BEAUTY of WONNEBROOK, one of the good show

These two men, Ben Seeley and Dan Cash, 
have been associated with Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle for a very long time. Dan has been 
working with the herd all of his life, for 
his father, Billy Cash, first was associated 
with Mr. Seeley and Dan is carrying on the 
job where his Dad left off, and while both 
these men are modest and have never tried 
to place themselves in the limelight, their 
names are well known to most breeders in 
the mid-west, and for good reasons. 

The name of Cash first came into prom- 
inence when Otto V. Battles purchased Oak- 
ville Quiet Lad. This was the bull bred by 
Cash Brothers that Mr. Battles showed to 
become the International grand champion 
bull of 1910. 

Although I had never stopped to see this 
good herd I promised Dan earlier this 
spring, while attending the Western Illinois 
sale at Quincy, that I would stop on my 
way to the Northeastern Missouri sale at 
Memphis, Missouri. On May 16th this

hind Dan, who had been away from the 
farm delivering a recently sold bull. 

Many of you have visited this farm, but 
many readers have not and they are en- 
titled to a brief history of the farm. This 
is an ideal stock farm, has quite a history 
and a few things that many breeders would 
find desirable.

At the present time, Lyle is operating a farm for himself, is 
married and has a daughter. 
his Aberdeen-Angus cattle along with his Berkshire hogs. 

The figure of 175 Marion County farms on which registered 
beef cattle are found does not include the farms on which pure 
bred swine, dairy cattle, sheep and horses are raised. The 
sentiment of this group is that nothing returns as much profit, 
or does so much real good to those engaged in it as this quality 
live stock program. 

It is generally recognized that breeders of pure bred live 
stock provide the sources of seed stock to which farmers must 
look for improvement in their live stock. Our 4-H club boys 
and girls in Marion County are no different from boys and 
girls in other counties, and they like to show champions. With 
this thought in mind, our 4-H club boys and girls are encour- 
aged to establish herds of their own and produce on their 
farms the baby beeves exhibited in 4-H club work, and they 
have been fairly successful in this respect. 


Program Inaugurated in 1933. The beef cattle program in 
Marion County was started in 1933. Registered beef cattle of 
the three breeds were brought into the county by truck loads. 
As the program developed, many problems faced the young 
associations that were organized. One of these problems was 
that of marketing the registered cattle produced each year. 
The organizations found that there was no established, de- 
pendable, continuous demand for the surplus pure bred stock 
produced on the various farms of the county. 


Two of the associations decided to hold cooperative sales, the 
main object being to provide an outlet for the surplus pure 
bred stock produced.

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their surplus stock, their main outlet being 
the sale of baby beef calves and pure bred 
heifers to 4-H club members. But this out- 
let was not sufficient to absorb all their sur- 
plus. They decided that through sales held 
cooperatively breed promotion work couid 
be carried on to advantage: Good seed 
stock could be distributed and the sales 
would afford an outlet for the production of 
the breeders in the county. 


It has been the policy of each of our 
Marion County cattle associations to hold 
one sale a year. These sales have been a 
real help to farmers who have only a few 
animals to sell each year. It might be well 
to add that the consignment sales held have 
been well adapted to our purposes, and 
there is no question but that Marion County 
has benefited from the advertising which 
always accompanies public sales. 

The writer feels that the solution to prob- 
lems that many small breeders find in 
marketing their surplus each year may be 
found through the formation of associations 
so that sales can be held regularly. The 
number of Aberdeen-Angus consigned to 
an association sale can be made large 
enough to attract buyers from quite a dis- 
tance. 

Shows Bring Added Recognition. The 
showing of 4-H club calves and baby beeves 
at some of the larger shows by our 4-H club 
members has also brought recognition to 
Marion County. 

Our county associations have been fort- 
unate in securing secretaries who are very 
much interested in their respective breeds 
and who are willing to give much time in 
showing interested visitors the various 
herds. as 

In Marion County close attention is paid 
to the following essentials in developing 
beef cattle herds: 1, Weight for age; 2 
proportion of body parts; 3, quality, of the 
carcass; and 4, efficiency of feed utilization. 

These essentials of beef cattle improve- 
ment, which are used as guide posts by out 
breeders, are influenced by the ancestors 
of the animals and by their environment. 
and also by the way they are fed, car 
for and managed.

“Please pass the Salt,” that’s what your 
cows would say during these summer 
months if they could talk. A cow requires 
this essential part of her ration, and the 
amount varies with the amount of milk she 
is producing. The more roughage she eats 
the more salt she needs. This is especially 
true of lush summer pastures that are rich 
in potassium. 

A good practice is to feed one pound of 
salt in every hundred pounds of grain mix- 
ture, in addition to salt fed free choice. This 
provides all animals in the herd with an 
save supply of salt.—from Milk Shed

OW MUCH DOES so-called Modern 

Blue Ribbon Baby Beef differ from 

the beef shown at the International 
twenty and thirty and thirty-five years 
ago? There is a lot of talk about “modern” 
Aberdeen-Angus. Does the new model dif- 
fer so greatly from the old? I do not know, 
for I am comparatively a kid at the game. 
But the other afternoon when I probably 
should have been out helping with the last 
of the hay I took out the International rec- 
ords and looked them over to see if I could 
find any figures bearing on this subject. 

If the figures in the 1940 Brief History 
are correct, the most outstanding Baby 
Beef of all time was the steer Shamrock 
2d, shown to the grand championship over 
all breeds by Iowa State College in 1910. 
They say he weighed 1100 at the age of 
eleven months. Fyvie Knight 2d, winning 
for Purdue in 1918, weighed 1340 at twenty- 
one months. Advance, who won for Stanley 
R. Pierce back in 1900, weighed 1430 at the 
age of twenty-five months. 

Would Briarcliff Thickset, G. Page, Merc- 
er, and Fatstuff be considered fair represen- 
tatives of modern grand champion baby 
beeves? Briarcliff Thickset weighed 1070 
at the age of twenty-three months, when he 
was grand champion in 1931. G. Page, the 
winning steer of 1936, tipped the scales at 
980 at seventeen months. Mercer, the fam- 
ous steer who travelled all over the coun- 
try after his victory, in 1938, weighed 1135 
pounds at twenty-two months. Fatstuff, 
grand champion in the Junior Feeding Con- 
test in 1939 when he did not win over all 
breeds weighed 1190 pounds at twenty-three 
months. 

Feeding practices have supposedly im- 
proved greatly in the past thirty years or 
so. 

Granted that the particular animals men- 
tioned were chosen to try to prove a point, 
still they are thoroughly representative ani- 
mals I believe. Whatever else has been done 
with the breed, it would seem from Inter- 
national records that its ability to put on 
flesh quickly has been improved little if at 
all. 
There has been surprisingly little change 
in weights of grand champion carloads over 
all breeds. Since 1909 all animals shown 
in this class have been yearlings except in 
1923, when they were two year olds. The 
winning carloads of 1909, 1910, and 1911 
might go one hundred pounds per head 
heavier than the winning loads of 1935, 1936 
and 1937. 

In 1911 the yearling steer Model won ov- 
er all breeds in the Carcass class. He 
weighed 1180, and dressed 67.81%. This 
yield still stands as a record for yearlings 
in the International Carcass classes. These 
classes are judged by butchers for quality, 
type, finish, and market requirements. One 
of the lightest steers (third lightest) of all 
time to meet these requirements was the 
933 pound College Lad, who won for Iowa 
State College in 1903. 

How much of a part do more nurse cows 
and more protein supplements play in the 
finished look of some of our younger cat- 
tle today? These cattle do not actually 
weigh more at an early age than did their 
competitors of a generation ago, if Inter- 
national records can be taken as a gauge. 

How much more compact are Eventuation 
of Page, Revolution 100th, and Bandolier of 
Anoka 6th than Glenfoil Thick Set 2d, Oak-

ville Quiet Lad, and Erwin C.? How much 
shorter in the leg? Unfortunately there is 
so much straw around the legs of modern 
grand champions in their pictures that no 
record as to length of leg is left for those 
who have not seen or do not remember. 
How much further do we want to go in the 
direction of chubbiness anyway? Not far 
enough to drop scale, constitution, ability to 
make use of large quantities of roughages, 
and natural breeding ability. 

Boys, I think modern advertising has 
made us pretty complacent about modernin- 
ity. 

It looks as though the main improvements 
of the past thirty-five years have been in 
finish and smoothness, and conformation in 
several respects, and very important ones 
too. But we have evidently neglected the 
points about which we boast so much: rate 
of gain, “early maturity”, and dressing per- 


centage. “Early maturity” is a misleading 
phrase anyway. What is meant is early 
fatness. Aberdeen-Angus take as long to 


reach maturity now as they did thirty years 
ago. Or am I wrong? If I am, please 
answer through the Journal, and then we 
will all have more facts and opinions at our 
disposal. 

It is not that the breed has been unpro- 
gressive. Undoubtedly in the past thirty 
years the breed as a whole has corrected 
faults in conformation. But some of the 
most important characteristics of the breed, 
excellent in 1900, are still excellent, but 
comparatively unimproved since that date. 

I believe that the records indicate that the 
trend today to think that something unique- 
ly valuable is being offered to the world in 
“modern type baby beef” is mistaken. We 
have progressed in putting beautifully fin- 
ished show cattle before the public. But 
have we gained much more of late years to 
offer to the huge majority of our potential 
customers, the commercial men of the 
world? 

We can smack the world right on the 
nose. If we breed cattle according to the 
stipulations outlined by our own Associa- 
tion, and according to the words of such 
men as the Grants, McHenry, the Hon. J. 
D. McGregor, Battles, and other great but 
moderate names in our fraternity, after the 
ashes of this war are cooled and swept 
away we should be able to put our cattle 
through much of the old world and much of 
South America except for the Argentine, 
which already has British Aberdeen-Angus 
and won’t deal with us anyway. Even 
Germany started to buy Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle just before the war. But to do this 
right we certainly should keep in mind the 
characteristics in which we have been the 
least progressive. 

Remember that the future of our breed 
depends as much upon its utilization of 
grass as it does upon its utilization of grain. 
To compete among ourselves and with other 
breeds it should always be unnecessary to 
feed any grain whatsoever to breeding 
stock, except in the case of show stock, of 
bulls kept in unnecessarily good shape for 
advertising purposes, and excepting sale 
stock kept fat because people will not buy 
thin. If we discriminated more against ov- 
erfitting in the show ring maybe they 
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now fed to our pure tea oe

Whole bands of young heifers whose 
prime purpose in life should be the utiliz 
tion of the country’s roughages practically 
never know what a pasture is like unt 
after they are sold. Going out to pasture 
for them is as much of an experience as 
visit to the wild and woolly West would 
have been for our grandfathers. And as for 
the young bulls, not only are they incapable 
of competitive development on any appreci. 
able amount of roughage, but also many are 
developed without exercise. Exercise means 
the loss of that last pound of fat that might 
mean the loss of a blue or purple ribbon 
~_ one or two or three thousand extra dol- 
ars. 

In a way it is bitterly laughable, and 
blastedly hypocritical. We, the devoted 
pushers of our breed as being the most 
economical, the easiest to care for, the simp- 
lest to raise to earliest maturity, etc., etc., 
spending one quarter to one third of our 
farm expenses for grain solely for adver- 
tising purposes—and knowing full well that 
the men starting high class registered herds 
from our stock will have to do the same 
thing to keep up—it won’t do boys. It rolls 
up like a snowball. Here in Maryland just 
eight or ten years ago, when our State As- 
sociation was young, we used to start fitting 
our cattle for local sales and shows four or 
five months ahead of the event. Start a 
year or a year and a half before now or 
take a back seat. And keep a herd of nurse 
cows too, or fight against odds. It will soon 
get to be very silly. 

How to fight this trend? Use practical 
breeders as judges, if you can find them, 
who know a fresh animal with good points 
when they see one, and do not have to de- 
pend mostly on the amount of fat piled on. 

Any animal too fat for the requirements 
of prime beef is too fat for practical cattle- 
men or cattle judges. Most of the competi- 
tors in our large shows are far too fat to 
be considered correct or even acceptable as 
prime beef. We have got to realize this 
ourselves, for judges alone cannot correct 
the trend. They would be howled down. 

So far our showmanship has been of in- 
estimable value. But we must not go off 
the deep end on extremes, as some dog fane- 
iers and some Southdown men have done. 
We need the range, we need South America, 
we even need Europe. We do not want 
bulls like mature show steers, nor do we 
want cows like fat deer. We want bulls like 
bulls, and we want cows to be capacious 
brood animals, and we want both to be able 
to thrive and make money on grass an 
grass alone. 

Our breed is too grand to be devoted only 
to baby beeves, or even corn belt feed lots. 
Keep to moderation. Today much of Britain 
and America is ours—tomorrow the world.

T IS NOT the claim of the writer to 

know too much about this business, yet

3d and 4th of this year. The Oldfields herd, 
though not a herd with a great deal of his- 
tory that can date back for years and years, 
does have a history that is interesting and 
that causes anyone who may study it at 
all to recognize that the herd was on its 
way to great things for the herd and for 
the breed. Established just a few years 
ago with good breeding, the herd has been 
greatly improved and drastically culled to 
satisfy the desires of the Oldfields Man- 
ager, Mr. L. L. “Tiny” Little. First, after 
taking over was the culling out of cattle 
which were not up to par or up to his qual-

ifications for remaining in the herd. Not 
Just one or two head were culled, but a 
large number, until the herd was far from 
the size as to numbers that it had been 
when he came on the scene. But culling 
alone could not do the entire job.

Cattle that were 
top cattle were added and the result is that 
Oldfields today as a herd of cattle is one 
of the very top herds and a herd that being 
dispersed, merits the attention and attend. 
ance of breeders throughout the entire land, 
Starting in the spring of 1942, it was a very 
common thing to hear the name “Oldfields” 
shouted by ring men as the buyer for the 
top end of more than one auction.

old steers are driven on foot and shipped by 
rail almost 1,000 miles to the grazing lands 
of the pampas. From the western arid lands 
of San Luis, where fifteen acres are requir- 
ed for the year round maintenance of a cow, 
eight-month-old calves are shipped by rail 
to the more productive eastern estancias, or 
ranches, where two acres will produce 
enough feed to fatten a steer. From the 
north in the subtropical region of Corrientes 
and the Chaco come many steers, some of 
Hereford breeding, some of zebu breeding, 
and some of the inferior but hardy native 
criollo cattle. They are driven more than 
500 miles to the good pastures of the south 
where they are fattened and sold.

There are reasons why the pampas are 
such an important live stock grazing center 
in Argentina. It is a great flat land with 
a fertile soil which receives from forty-five 
inches of rainfall annually on the eastern 
edge to twenty-five inches in the western 
regions. It is in a mild climate where only 
occasional frosts in the wintertime mark 
the changed season and where by careful 
regulation green pasture feed can be kept 
available the year round. It is in the cen- 
ter of the country, and the rest of Argen- 
tina radiates from it to the north and west 
and south. Then, as Buenos Aires has de- 
veloped on the eastern edge of the pampas, 
it has become the logical marketing center 
for most of the Argentine export trade. In 
the capital and on the Parana River as far 
as Rosario 200 miles inland are located the 
large packing-plants which slaughter the 
countries pasture-fat steers.

To a stranger traveling in Argentina dur- 
ing the summer time, the foot-and-mouth 
disease might not impress him as being a 
serious thing. He would probably hear a 
good deal spoken about it, if he asked.

He would be told that it usually 
comes in the wintertime and that it normally 
attacks young animals.

He would hear that any ani- 
mals arriving in Buenos Aires at the 
slaughter-houses showing symptoms of the 
disease would be immediately returned to 
the estancia, shipping charges going on the 
owner’s bill, and how such a discovery would 
result in the closing of the ranch. He would 
also hear how little these laws were enforc- 
ed and how easy it was to evade them. Then, 
if he stayed in the Argentine cattle coun- 
try until the winter months arrived, he 
would see the disease at its worst and would 
realize how practically impossible and use- 
less it would be for the Argentine govern- 
ment to try to enforce those laws now in 
istence. : 
gs the fall and winter months in Ar- 
gentina, when we are having our spring and 
summer in the United States, the foot-and- 
mouth disease makes its appearance in the 
cattle herds of South America. Last winter 
was said to be exceptionally bad because the 
season was wetter than usual. 

Several characteristics of the disease are 
quite evident to anyone who has had exper- 
ience with it. It usually attacks young ani- 
mals between the ages of one and _ three 
years; occasionally older animals get it, and 
sometimes young calves die from it. 

The most serious losses come from its at- 
tack on feeder steers. A common occur- 
rence in Argentina is an attack of foot-and- 
mouth disease in a herd of fat steers ready 
for market. Its appearance often comes un- 
expectedly. The ranch manager notifies 
the packingplant that he has 500 fat steers 
ready for sale, all in top condition at 
weights of about 950 pounds.

chillers, or freezers, or for local consump- 
tion. He then returns to the packing-plant 
carrying his report of their condition and 
how he has classified them. The packing- 
plant, on accepting this report, sends word 
to the ranch to ship the steers on a certain 
day, perhaps five days later. The day before 
the steers are to be shipped, the ranch man- 
ager rides out to look them over. He sees a 
number scattered through a beautiful green 
field lying down. He seems more standing 
up, their bellies sunk in, refusing to eat. He 
orders his riders to gether the herd in a fence 
corner. They gallop away to different parts 
of the treeless flat pasture yelling after the 
cattle. Most of the steers stand up and 
start trotting away, but one lies still until 
the horse is almost upon it. Then it jumps 
up and runs a few steps, swinging its feet 
widely and putting them down easily. If 
it is not followed it stops and looks back ov- 
er its shoulder. The rider gallops on, leav- 
ing it, and in a minute it lies down again. 
Other steers in the pasture are left the 
same way, but finally the largest part of 
A few 
come in limping, some on one leg and some 
on two legs. As they all crowd together 
and then turn around to look, the manager 
sees a number with dirty noses. Bright 
pink spots on the noses of a few show where 
blisters have been and where the skin has 
peeled away. It is easy to see that a num- 
ber have sore, blistered tongues and refuse 
to stick them from their mouths to lick 
their noses clean in the natural way. After 
looking them over siuwly, the manager mo- 
tions his riders away, and turns toward the 
ranch headquarters to cancel his order for a 
stock train and to notify the packing-plant 
that the steers will not be shipped. No ex- 
planation is needed. It is the first outbreak 
of the season, and, although only a third of 
the steers have been attacked, he knows that 
many of the others probably will be before 
long. 

That event is quite common in Argentina 
at the beginning of the winter season. The 
steers attacked go through a starvation 
period of about two weeks, during which 
time they eat almost nothing. They are 
probably lame, so do not move around any 
more than necessary. As they begin to lose 
weight, their stomachs flatten out and sink 
in. A fat steer may lose 200 pounds and be 
off feed for from two to three weeks, and, 
if his feet have been seriously affected, he 
may be lame for a week or so longer. This 
period of starvation-and suffering is enough 
to set an animal back three months on his 
feeding schedule, and then when he finally 
does fatten again for market he will be 
larger and heavier and will usually sell for 
less per pound than he would have had he 
gone the first time he was in market con- 
dition. What often happens is that a steer 
will be classed as a chiller or freezer, weigh- 
ing about 950 pounds, and will be offered 
the top market price. Then he will be at- 
tacked by foot-and-mouth disease and held 
three months longer, to be later classed and 
sold as beef for local consumption at a 
weight of about 1,100 pounds, and at a low- 
er price. 

Although top steers were accepted as chil- 
lers before the war in Europe, uncertainty 
of the time meat will be on the water in 
transit has forced the Argentines to freeze 
all fresh beef now destined for the English 
market, and the chiller and freezer grades 
have become one. 

While the biggest losses come from steers 
that suffer a setback just at the time they 
are ready for market, probably the largest 
number of steers affected are those in half- 
fat condition in the middle or at the begin- 
ning of their feeding period. Although their

loss in weight is not immediately serious, 
they must be fed from one to three months 
longer before they can be marketed. 

One of the things difficult to understand 
about foot-and-mouth disease is that its 
severity and the number of steers it attacks 
are so variable. One may see a few steers 
that have suffered a great deal from an at- 
tack and have been very lame, some of them 
even losing their hoofs, much as we might 
lose a fingernail after hitting it with a ham- 
mer. Then the animal will probably be lame 
until the new hoof has grown out. On rare 
occasions the new hoof fails to grow on 
properly, and then the animal is permanent- 
ly lame. But more often one will see a 
large number of steers that are all only 
slightly affected. Some may be off feed for 
only two or three days and may not be 
lame at all, while others will be lame but 
may not be off feed. Very often the tongue 
is the only part of the body affected, and 
that only slightly. Why some steers are at- 
tacked and others are not, no one seems to 
know. Occasionally one will see a pasture 
in which over seven-eighths of the steers 
are suffering and 2 field alongside in which 
only a third of them will be sick, although 
all may be drinking at the same watering 
trough. 

During the winter months of last year 
in Argentina I saw more than 20,000 cases 
of foot-and-mouth disease. I had the op- 
portunity to visit five large ranches on the 
pampas, each of which had several thousand 
head of steers on feed. Foot-and-mouth 
disease had made its appearance on every 
ranch. The number of steers affected 
varied from about 45 per cent on one place 
to over 90 per cent on one of the others. 
It is that percentage which makes the dis- 
ease so serious and which causes such great 
losses in feed and flesh to the Argentine 
rancher.

Probably those who sell milk 
feel the effect of foot-and-mouth more than 
anyone else when some of their dual-pur- 
pose Shorthorn cows are attacked and go 
down in milk production. Should the ud- 
der of the cow be affected, it may be par- 
tially or totally destroyed, but that is not a 
general thing. 

Death of calves is occasionally caus 
foot-and-mouth disease when ae es 
year-old cows are calving for the first time. 
The young cow is sometimes attacked just 
before or just after calving, and her udder 
becomes affected. The young calf, from a 
few hours to a few days old, suckles its 
mother and dies, usually within a day after 
taking the diseased milk into its stomach.

Just recently, a very well 
told me that he hed teen isgwm breeder 
competitors of our breed that the prices of 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle today were at 
that his breed had never had better me 
or better advertising than the fact that ¢ 
prices were so high, The reason being that 
many prospective breeders felt that it y, 
impossible for them to buy breeding “a 
of our breed at present day price levels, | 
am not as much concerned about the price 
as I am about the misleading information 
that some people must be getting from 
some one or another source. For all Aber. 
deen-Angus cattle are not selling at figures 
that could possibly discourage anyone from 
trying to buy them. In a sale just recently 
cattle sold under the three hundred dollar 
mark, and before many weeks roll by we 
will find sales averaging around that figure 
or lower. Study the sale reports and leam 
the really small percentage of cattle that 
sell at prices that might discourage some 
buyers. 

Are Aberdeen-Angus sales averaging 
higher than other breeds? Frankly, I do not 
know, I do know that other breeds have 
made averages in a sale at prices higher 
than any of our sales. Upon request that 
information can be had. If the general aver- 
age of Aberdeen-Angus sales is _ higher, 
what of it? It is entirely possible that 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle being sold at auction 
are of a finer type, or are better bred or 
are in better and more attractive sale con- 
dition. I wonder if breeding cattle prices 
averaging around three hundred fifty dol- 
lars should be considered high when fat 
steers will bring considerably above $250.00, 

It may be effective advertising to state 
that Aberdeen-Angus are good cattle but

Had it not 
been for the very practical demonstration 
of Aberdeen-Angus beef-producing super- 
jority by Mr. Grant, it is probable that Ab- 
erdeen-Angus acceptance would have been 
much slower in realization. 

George Grant was an unusual man with 
an unusual history.

Grant purchased a sizable tract from the 
owners, the Kansas Pacific Railroad, and 
named his proposed settlement “Victoria.” 
On April 1, 1873, the steamship Alabama 
finally left Glasgow with the colonizers and 
equipment for Grant’s Victoria colony. In-

Five years after the founding of the col- 
ony George Grant died. This was in 1878 
He was buried near the Presbyterian church 
he had erected for the colonists. Though 
his colony did not continue long as he had 
planned it, the success of his Aberdeen- 
Angus crossbred cattle left little to be de- 
sired. His cattle had a wide distribution. 

After his death the Grant herd was dis- 
persed, going into the feedlots around Kan- 
sas City. One of the men who bought some 
of the steers was Joseph H. Rea, a leading 
feeder of Carroll county, Mo. In writing 
to a farm paper of his day, Rea commented 
on the easy fleshing ability of the Blacks, 
their quality of fleshing, and the fact that 
buyers would pay more for an Aberdeen-An- 
gus. It is not surprising, then, that Mr. 
Rea became a leading pioneer of Aberdeen- 
Angus. 

Other feeders who purchased the Grant 
Aberdeen-Angus steers commented on the 
fact that the Blacks stood weather extremes 
better than did other breeds; that they out- 
weighed other cattle; that they were shorter 
legged; and that they were easier to feed 
and ship than horned breeds. 

Although George Grant was dead and 
his herd dispersed, Aberdeen-Angus interest 
as a result of his pioneering was on the in- 
crease. By the early 1880’s sizable im- 
portations were being made. George Grant 
had opened the United States to a new and 
superior beef breed.—Kansas Stockman.

herds. Just what is necessary to make a 
sale where several breeders offer cattle at 
“Breeders’ Sale’? Quite a few factors must 
enter into a sale that can be rightfully 
termed a Breeders’ Sale. First, of all, the 
cattle entered in the sale must be cattle 
that can go to any herd and serve to im- 
prove. Every reader realizes that all cattle 
offered for sale either privately or at auc- 
tion cannot improve all herds. A limited 
few, when comparing the number offered 
each year for sale can really be “Breeders’ 
cattle”, that is improvers of herds. It might 
be wise to comment a little about Breeders’ 
eattle, what they are and what makes then, 
what they must have to be the kind an im- 
proving breeder would want and should add 
to his or her herd. Again, it is not any one 
single factor, rather a combination of sev- 
eral factors that work toward producing 
cattle that can be termed “Breeders’ Cat- 
tle.” Naturally, the type of the cattle must 
be considered. An_ off-type beast just 
does not serve to improve, so we must know 
the right type.

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are important. It might be wrong to con- 
sider the “beef animal’, yet the ultimate 
purpose of the pure bred herd is to improve 
the beef beast, and since that is so, the Type 
is to a considerable degree determined ac- 
cording to WHAT THE PACKER WANTS. 

First, the packer is interested in getting 
as much salable meat from every carcass 
as is possible, and interested in having as 
much of this meat that is salable coming 
from the parts of the carcass that give the 
richest and best cuts. In other words, he 
wants to get as much top selling cuts from 
a carcass as he can, thus selling the carcass 
for more money and more profit. Don’t 
ever forget the profit side. Just as soon 
as there is no profit or any chance to earn 
it, the entire business, no matter what it is, 
will cease to operate. Starting then with 
the packer’s idea as to what he wants. First 
he will want a good spring of rib, for no part 
of the carcass is more valuable than the 
prime rib roast. He will want a beast with 
a strong and a thick loin, for it is from the 
loin that the steaks are cut. He will want a 
good strong quarter, for there is the rump 
roast and the round steak. Next, some- 
thing the packer does not want, that is 
waste. Consequently, he does not want long 
legs, for they are thrown away anyway, 
and he does not want to pay for something 
he cannot use. Thus, a packer will look for 
THICKNESS, natural thickness, depth of 
body, a straight and strong top, the loin 
and the rump, a strong quarter, plenty of 
round steak, and as little wastage as is 
possible. Thus short legged cattle are 
worth more to him and he will pay more 
for them. But, the packer’s idea of Type 
alone does not complete the description. A 
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breeder’s Type follows that of a packer’s, 
but goes a bit farther. A packer does not 
care much what kind of a head a steer may 
have, a breeder either does or should, for 
the head, frequently and more often than 
not, goes with and according to the body. 
All rules have exceptions, but a good head 
on a breeding beast is very desirable. A 
breeder wants the head short and broad, a 
good eye, broad muzzle, short neck and, in 
a bull, a good crest, denoting masculinity. 


Where a breeder wants masculinity in a 
bull, he wants refinement in a female. Yet, 
let us not get our females too fine, and that 
is possible. They must have good bone un- 
der them, that does not mean long legs, but 
good strong legs, legs that can carry the 
weight that a beef beast should be able to 
carry. This is not a very complete analysis 
of type, but if the cattle that are offered 
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at consignment sales have the qualificati 
described sketchily here, ps peng or 
than even that they would measure up to 
the standards set by breeders for the cattle 
they can add and with which they ean im- 
prove. That is from the standpoint of in- 
dividuality, only. A breeder, who wants 
cattle with which to improve needs more 
than individuality. He needs a pedigree 
and a pedigree that gives him the assurance 
that with the good type of the individual 
he has the assurance of past generations of 
zood type, that should continue to produce 
the right type and the right quality. It has 
been heard by some of us, time and time 
again, that pedigree does not mean any- 
thing. For an answer to that, and whether 
or not it does, watch the sales of cattle at 
auction. No better example of a “choosey” 
crowd can be mentioned at present than the 
crowd that was on hand at the National 
Sale in Chicago last March 6th. Pedigree 
did not mean everything. But, it certainly 
meant a lot in the sale of a number of cat- 
tle, and in the opinion of this writer, most 
rightfully. For, in selecting breeding stock, 
pedigree would mean more than a little and 
on a few occasions has proven to be one of 
the most important factors in the selection 
and the subsequent production of cattle. 
Certain instances can be cited if occasion 
demands. So we state that a Breeders’ Sale 
must have, in the cattle to be sold, a “ped- 
igree value”. That pedigree value being de- 
termined by the kind of sires and dams that 
appear in the tabulation. If they have been 
top cattle, the pedigree value will be high- 
er, if they have not been top cattle, the ped- 
igree value will be lower.

you prepared ? 
Preparation for Feed and Water Before 
the Herd Arrives: 


In the Middle Atlantic states, very few 
of the best pastures will carry a cow and 
her calf through the pasture season on one 
acre. If you have installed yourself on 
some beautiful old picturesque farm with 
an ancient brick house and lovely rolling 
fields where the quail call from the hedges, 
it is likely that the pastures consist mostly 
of sedge grass and weeds. Such a field may 
look as though it had a lot of vegetable 
matter on it; but five or six of its acres 
will probably give a cow and a calf but a 
meager livelihood. You should have expert 
advice on what to do with that old field. It 
may be that you can greatly increase the 
vield of eatable material by mowing in the 
Spring, say in March, raking off the old 
dead material, and then broadcasting to 
each acre twenty pounds of Korean Lespe- 
deza and four pounds of Orchard Grass. The 
best thing is to go to your State University 
for advice. But remember that it takes a 
quite decent pasture to maintain a cow and 
calf through the whole season of five or six 
months on three acres. Later on, by much 
manuring, liming, and top dressing with su- 
perphosphates and complete fertilizers, by 
considerable thought, effort, and expense. 
you may be able to carry a cow and calf 
to two acres or even better. Right now to 
be safe, you had better figure that your 
twenty heifers and their bull need 80 acres 
of fair pasture. They must have shade; and 
clear water that is not brackish. They can- 
not live out of a mud puddle. :

However this is not a profitable way to 
keep even the dry cows. They should be 
able to keep dry and out of real drafts. A 
twenty foot deep open shed facing the South 
is a good home for dry cows. A deeper shed 
would of course be better. Mature Aber- 
deen-Angus do not mind any dry cold, nor 
do the calves if they are getting plenty of 
milk, are well bedded, and have access to a 
ereep. Your new herd needs available shade 
if it is coming in the summer; if in the win- 
ter, any place to keep dry above and below 
and out of sweeping drafts will do. 
Health and Health Regulations: 

As things are now, you will want your 
new herd to be eligible for state accredita- 
tion for Bang (contagious abortion) and T. 
B. 

For your part, unless you already have 
the papers in your possession, contact your 
official State Veterinarian and find out the 
status, if any, of cattle already on the place 
as shown in his test records. You should 
put yourself under official state supervision, 
through the office of the State Veterinarian, 
before your new herd arrives. He will tell 
you what to do to have the new herd accred- 
ited on its arrival for both Bang and T. B., 
and to keep it that way. If you find that 
a few grade dairy cows belonging to some- 
one on the place are Bang reactors, get rid 
of them and replace with clean stock from 
an accredited herd. Clean all manure from 
barns and pounds and disinfect the barns. 
Then let a month or two sunlight and 
weather do good work before you bring in 
new stock. 

The herd or herds from which your new 
stock is coming should be under State su- 
pervision. In all likelihood, it will be accred- 
ited for Bang and T. B., although this is not 
always the case nor necessary. However, 
if the new herd is coming from out of state, 
it must bear official clean T. B. and Bang 
records from the state of origin, the tests 
being taken within thirty days from the 
time the cattle cross your state line. And 
by rights, the new cattle should have two

CONNECTICUT ASSOCIATION 
MEMBERSHIP GROWING 


The Connecticut Aberdeen-Angus Breed- 
ers’ Association was formed by a group of 
interested breeders only last September. To. 
day its membership rolls total thirty-three 
interested breeders of whom only three are 
from outside the State. Most of the herds 
have been started by interested people who 
have purchased their foundation stock from 
breeders in nearby states. One herd though 
was started because a Nutmeg farmer 
bought a car load of feeder steers and much 
to his surprise found a great many heifers 
in the car. He bought a good bull and is 
now busy developing a very nice herd. 
These Yankee farmers do know a heifer 
from a steer. 

Men and women interested in making the 
most use of their land have put in Aberdeen- 
Angus to help furnish fertilizer, to use some 
of the land which could not be so readily 
pastured by dairy cattle, and to keep their 
farms going under the present labor situa- 
tion. The directors of the Association met 
regularly once a month during the fall and 
winter months to formulate plans and try 
to have the answers ready for the other 
members when they should bring up many 
of the problems confronting the develop- 
ment of the herds. The meat raising in- 
dustry is not a new one to Connecticut, 
rather it has been allowed to slip, and is 
now coming back into its own, for Connec- 
ticut can produce as much corn per acTe as 
some of our so called “corn belt” states. 

Last spring the Association held a field 
day at the State University at Storrs which 
aroused a great deal of interest, attended 
by about forty interested men and women. 
We have plans in mind for interesting and 
instructive meetings this fall, but there 
fulfilment will depend very largely on the 
transportation problem, Anyone intereste 
can get in touch with the Secretary of the 
Association by addressing Prof. Fo 
Dougherty, University of Connecticut, 
Storrs, Connecticut.

The best thing is to gather toge , 
test records you can for both rappee Dae 
ready on the place and for the new cattle 
and take them personally to your state vet 
himself in his office, show them to him and 
let him give you orders and suggestions 
You may want to vaccinate and you may 
not, or he may not. But remember that 
when it comes time for harvesting some re- 
turn on your investment, you cannot (at 
present) sell cattle across state lines if they 
are vaccinated for Bang under state super- 
vision unless they will pass a clean Bang 
test within thirty days of shipment. 

Most state Aberdeen-Angus breed associ- 
ation sales and regional sales sponsored in 
the East by the national A-A association 
demand that herds supplying cattle to these 
sales be accredited by their state; so you 
might as well head for full accreditation 
right away. 

While Blackleg is often not considered in 
the East, your new cattle, if under two 
years of age, should have been injected for 
Blackleg some time before you accept them. 
One five cent shot gives lifelong immunity 
except in very exceptional cases. Blackleg 
is a disease somewhat like anthrax except 
that humans never get it. You might never 
meet it. If you do, it would be in the calves 
and young stock. There is no cure: and in- 
evitable death comes quickly. Better see 
that they have the Blackleg injection. 


Some people want young stock injected 
for Hemorrhagic Septicemia before ship- 
ment. Hem. Sep. is a sort of heavy cold, 
sometimes intestinal and sometimes of the 
lungs, or both. It often leads into pneu- 
monia and death. Personally I very much 
doubt that these injections are necessary 
before shipment of your new herd. I have 
never observed that they gave any protec- 
tion whatever, either to my herd or to any 
other herd. Rather than bother with these 
injections, see that the cattle are in sturdy 
shape when shipped, and that they come in 
a conveyance that is dry, well bedded, with 
plenty of wind-break if the weather 1s In-

ECAUSE this is a Herd Bull number 

and because the herd bull does play 

such an important part in the building 
of the herd and improving of the breed, 
much of the comment that follows will con- 
cern a bull, who now is gone, but whose 
influence will live for years. That bull is 
Blackbird Bandolier of Page, whose like- 
ness and whose pedigree appear on this 
page. 

To the well versed breeder, the name 
Blackbird Bandolier of Page suggests a 
great sire, and his picture and pedigree 
would be sufficient to warrant considerable 
interest. However, new breeders are com- 
ing into the business every day and one 
might read these comments in which case, 
a little more light might be worth while. 
After all, the purpose of these lines is not 
to sell Blackbird Bandolier of Page, for he 
has been well sold, rather to try to urge 
breeders in the selection of a herd bull that 
they secure more than just a bull. First 
let’s look at the picture of Blackbird Bando- 
lier of Page. Note the style, the way his 
head sits on his short neck, the straight 
lines of the bull, the way he stands on his 
legs and feet, the depth of body, in fact this 
picture is a pretty fair example of modern 
type.

We might add, too, that 
Glencarnock Revolution 6th sired Pure Pride 
of Page, the 1930 International grand cham- 
pion female and other winners at major 
shows. The dam side of the pedigree of 
Blackbird Bandolier of Page may not have 
as many or as consecutive a list of show win- 
ners, due perhaps to the fact that many of 
the cattle were not exhib- 
ited. However, we find 
such bulls as_ Blackcap 
Clipper, Blackecap Poe, 
Blackeap' Sir, all well 
known and highly regard- 
ed by those who knew 
them.

ship three times. Blackcap Bandolier 2d, 
the sire of Blackbird Harrison 6th has a 
good reputation as a breeding bull and has 
sired many a good beast. All in all, the 
pedigree of Blackbird Bandolier of Page 
carries a high percentage of winning blood 
and should with his type be the kind of a 
bull that a breeder could use to good ad- 
vantge. A new breeder in search of a herd 
bull would do well to study both the individ- 
ual and the breeding of a bull prior to buy- 
ing him, and if the bull meets the qualifica- 
tions of individuality and pedigree, chances 
are much better that the bull will prove an 
outstanding sire. 

When Edwards Brothers, who owned 
Blackbird Bandolier of Page, purchased him, 
he had placed second in class as a summer 
yearling in 1928. They fitted him and again 
showed him in 1929 and as a senlor year- 
ling he won his class, so as a show bull, 
Blackbird Bandolier of Page further in- 
creased his value to Edwards Brothers as a 
sire. 

How good a sire has he proven? Well, 
perhaps much better than anyone ever 
thought he might become, for he has done 
a grand job. His sons and daughters have 
met and won many first prizes and many 
championships, including the winning of 
Bandolier of Anoka 6th, the 1937 Interna- 
tional grand championship. But, these sons 
and daughters have gone out from Ed- 
wards Brothers farm and have proven to 
be good sires.

in good shape before delivery. Some good 
young bulls that have been fitted for sale 
are apt to have long or overgrown hooves 
that can quickly give trouble. 

If the bull has been on grain feed, as is 
common practice with young bulls that are 
offered for sale, and has shown any signs 
of bloat within the last few weeks, you 
ought to know it, so that you can feed a 
light ration carefully for awhile until the 
bull’s insides are in comfortable working or- 
der. It is no crime for a bull on heavy feed 
to show signs of bloat once or even twice, 
and about any of them might do it if some- 
thing happened to disrupt them or if un- 
skillfully fed. But the seller might be afraid 
to tell you for fear that you would get ex- 
cited and not take the bull. Let the seller 
know that knowledge of such a possible up- 
set would not change your mind about the 
bull (or fitted heifer for that matter), but 
that you do not want John to throw a full 
feed before the bull two nights after his 
arrival, only to find him dead in the stall 
next morning. This is probably an unim- 
portant point because almost any seller 
would tell you anyway.

our beautiful heifers and their 
Pig Be and fifty to five thousand 
dollar mate arrive, you do not want them 
to have to scramble, slip, and leap from the 
slippery back of a truck to a bank or to a 
straw stack. They can do it. But they can 
get hurt too. It is not so hard to break a 
leg, and it is very easy to skin one up and 
strain a tendon. Have a sturdy loading 
shute ready so that they can walk down like 
reasonable animals. This shute can be sta- 
tionery or movable. I use concrete ones 
with sides of two inch boards, and I do not 
have to worry, as I did for so long, as to 
whether or not the floor boards of my shute 
had again rotted out enough so that an 
animal might put a foot through. Plans 
for these shutes can be secured from the 
Dept. of Animal Husbandry of your State 
College. So can a lot of other good plans 
and advice. You ought to go up there often. 
Those men are there to help you, and they 
will do it too. So will the agronomists, etc., 


the other bit of handling equipment that 
is a necessity is a “testing chute”, a long 
narrow chute of two inch boards, with the 
posts on the outside, and a stanchion at one 
end, so that seven or eight cows can be driv- 
en in at a time, and one by one he fastened 
in the stanchion to be worked on. Right be- 
hind the stanchion there should be a gate 
on each side, so that either side can be 
opened if the cow has to be milked or work- 
ed upon from the rear. The chute should 
be just wide enough for the widest cow to 
pass through easily, but not wide enough 
so that she can turn around and head back. 
Twenty-eight inches in the clear should be 
plenty wide enough. The chute should be 
five feet high. Some have little walks built 
along the outside about three feet off the 
ground, so that a vet can walk along and 
by leaning over easily and quickly inject the 
string of cows in the chute for T. B. test- 
ing, ete. At the entrance end of the chute, 
a holding pen of the same solid construction 
should be built, about twenty by thirty, in 
which the herd can be held while awaiting 
their turn to go into the chute. The uses 
of the testing chute are innumerable, from 
adjusting neck chains and tatooing to dis- 
infecting a cut or giving mineral oil for 
bloat. The chute should be there waiting 
for the cattle, and not put up six months 
or a year later. Few lots of beef cattle of 
any breed are quiet enough so that they can 
be worked upon extensively at the halter. 
Your sweetest quiet pet, who will let you 
scratch her neck in the pasture, will probab- 
ly object vigorously to any veterinary work. 
Before building your chutes, go look at 
those on several A-A farms. No two are 
alike and all have their good points. 
Simple Precautionary Equipment: 
It is probable that some time will go by 
efore you have any troubles at all with this 
young herd of yours; but things can happen, 
and in a first aid box, you should have: 
A pair of wire cutters. 
2. A knife, sharp.

with that knife on the left side at the point 
of greatest expansion, run iodine over the 
wound and over the trocar, and jab the tro- 
car in to the hilt, directing it somewhat 
downward so as not to strike a kidney. 
Withdraw the trocar, leaving the canula in 
place. When the pressure on heart and 
lungs is completely released, withdraw the 
canula. Then you had better talk it over 
with the vet, to prevent recurrence. It 
sounds bad, but its bark is worse than its 
bite. The first jab with a trocar is some- 
what never wracking though. 

Other medical supplies can be secured lat- 
er; but these should be on hand before the 
cattle arrive. Not that you expect their 
bloated and mangled shapes to tumble hid- 
eously out of the truck. 


Understanding Between Seller and Buyer. 


It is understood that at the time you send 
for the cattle they should be in such shape 
physically that they could if required pass 
an insurance examination. It is understood 
that the animals are guaranteed breeders: 
that is, that if you try for a reasonable time 
to get them to breed and they fail (i would 
call eight barren services failure for a heif- 
er, and failure to settle more than sixty per 
cent of the cows a bad deal in a bull—but 
you want to be sure it is not your fault on 
account of herd health or faulty feeding), 
you can return the faulty animals to the 
seller at your expense, when he is to give 
them a three month trial himself. If at the 
end of that time they still fail to breed 
properly, he should refund the money for 
these animals, or give you animals of equal 
value. If a bull will settle over sixty per- 
cent naturally, he can probably respond to 
treatments by your vet until he is breeding 
perfectly all right. Part of the fault may 
be a lack of vitamins or other properties in 
the feed you are growing on that old farm. 
Of course it is understood that registration 
and transfer slips and interstate shipment 
health charts be promptly supplied by the 
seller. All these things are usual conditions 
of sales today. There have been very few 
squabbles among Eastern Aberdeen-Angus 
men over conditions of sale. The seller al- 
most invariably wants mightily to please 
and to be a good business man. You in your 
turn must realize that a bovine beast is a 
tremendously intricate machine, the secrets 
of which we still know little about. It is

HE PURCHASE of good bulls to head 

breeding herds is undeniably the great- 

est factor in the establishment or im- 
provement of live stock in any section, state 
or nation. The herd or herds that are not 
headed by good bulls are on the downward 
stretch, those that find and buy better bulls 
are on the upgrade. 

To many it may be none of my business 
to even mention bulls, the purchase or use 
of them. Again it may be my bread and 
butter to mention them, for the breeder, 
who is successful and wants to be success- 
ful, is emphatic in his desire for proper 
recognition by the fraternity of breeders 
throughout the land, and the Journal has 
among its many readers, those, who check 
all herds, and frequently after reading about 
a herd, do find a way to visit and see the 
herd. 

Ohio breeders have never been dead. Un- 
til a few years ago they were more or less 
dormant, awaiting some spark to give them 
a bit of renewed fire, some life, some en- 
thusiasm, and they have found it, and are 
on the way, surely and steadily. Bulls, more 
than any other one factor have helped to 
do that job, and because of it, breeders, who 
never have been able to show a fair profit 
on their herds, are now doing so. 

First, bulls purchased some time ago, that 
have helped could be named. But, those 
bulls are quite well known. Their get is 
known and their get sells satisfactorily, to 
both buyer and seller. 

Among recent bull buyers, and we mean 
potential herd sires of merit, is Mr. George 
H. Allen, of Springfield, Ohio. This writer 
does not even know Mr. Allen, but we have 
had the pleasure of seeing the bull, Hard- 
wickmere E. 8th, and regard him as a herd 
sire prospect. When it was my pleasure to 
last see this bull, he had not been sold, and 
I am not sure he was for sale. But, he was 


sold and is now in Ohio. Study the confor- 
mation of this bull, his picture appears on 
this page, and note the manner in which his 
good head sets into his shoulders, for I can- 
not see his neck. Note, too, his compactness, 
his depth of body, the stylish manner in 
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which he carries himself.

G. Little, of Dresden, is not as active as 
he was a few years ago, he does have one 
of the better herds in the state and has bred 
and developed as many, if not more, top 
show cattle than most Ohio breeders. Extra 
of Elmwood is an intensely Earl Marshall 
bred bull with an infusion of the blood of 
Bell Boy M. K., whose get have been doing 
very well in many Iowa and Illinois herds, 

Going back a little, we find several other 
good bulls coming to Ohio in the past year 
or so. Among them, General Black C. S.,a 
son of General 6th of Page out of Betty 
Black of Don Head, top cow at the Lonjac 
dispersion in 1941. General Black C. S., is 
chief herd sire at Mr. D. T. Warner’s War- 
nery Grove Farm, near Greenville. Another 
is Banshee of Wickwire sired by Imported 
Bemaster of Dalmeny and out of a dam by 
Eventuation of Page, the 1930 International 
grand champion. It might be well to men- 
tion too, that Bemaster of Dalmeny won 
about everything there was to win in Scot- 
land before George K. Bailey, Wickwire 
Farm, Earleville, Maryland, imported him 
in 1939. Banshee of Wickwire heads the 
A. T. Hammond herd near Dayton. 

Just this spring, Eastways Farms secured 
another great herd sire prospect in Hard- 
wickmere 34th, a son of Hardwickmere 6th, 
by Prizemere 364th. He has about as much 
style as one wants and is a good bull indi- 
vidually which ever way you may look 
at him. Hardwickmere 34th is out of a 
Cridlan Evergreen dam sired by Eminence 
of St. Albans, by Emulous, and that should 
be assurance aplenty that he will prove 4 
good breeding bull. ;

rancher said to me: “Any man who dis- 
covers a preventive vaccine for foot-and- 
mouth disease could become a millionaire 
overnight, for every cattle producer in Ar- 
gentina is in need of it.” Among the things 
that are known about the disease is that it 
exists in seven or more forms, four of which 
are common. While these forms are all 
fairly alike in their outward symptoms, each 
must be treated as a disease entirely separ- 
ate and distinct from the others. 


There is a method of immunization used 
in Argentina today, but it is quite expens- 
ive, produces an immunity lasting only 
about two weeks, and cannot be practiced 
on a large scale. It is a simple process of 
blood injection, in which the blood is drawn 
from a steer recently recovered from foot- 
and-mouth disease and injected into the 
animal to be immunized. Since the blood of

A single dose is 500 c¢.c., or about half a 
quart, injected into four or five different 
places along the animal’s neck.

annually of the calf crop in the more el 
regions. Because normal death losses = 
high, many Argentine ranchers do not : 
alize how many calves they lose each a 
from this disease. However, in a few of the 
herds that have been blood tested, from 5 
to 40 per cent of the cows gave a positive 
reaction. A study of several herds ha 
shown that the annual loss from this dis. 
ease was from 5 to 10 percent of the calf 
crop. Since its seriousness has been dis. 
covered, several estancias have begun t 
use a new vaccine prepared in Buenos Aires 
Calves are vaccinated at four months of age 
to be immunized for life against contagious 
abortion. Though this vaccine has been in 
use for only a few years in Argentina, very 
favorable results in reducing calf losses 
_ been reported by people who have tried 
it. 

Probably the cattle country most serious- 
ly attacked in Argentina is that region to 
the north and northeast of Buenos Aires, 
where the Texas fever tick and the screw 
worm and scab and lice have an almost free 
reign. There the annual calf crop may be 
as low as 45 per cent, and yet another 15 
to 20 per cent of those calves die before 
they reach marketing age. One large ranch 
in that subtropical region follows the prae- 
tice of dipping cattle every fifteen days the 
year round for the control of scab, ticks, 
and lice. Native cattle in those parts of the 
country, although inferior in beef qualities, 
usually resist better the hardships there 
than the well-bred Herefords that have been 
introduced. A few zebu cattle are bred,

That the Argentine marketing system is 
not entirely satisfactory has been expressed 
numerous times by live stock producers of 
that country. One criticism is that there 
is not a competitive marketing system be- 
cause of the unwritten agreements among 
the packing-plants. Another is that the 
packing-plants do not always pay premium 
prices for the best grades of meat and 
therefore destroy the incentive to produce 
the highest-quality meat for market. 


There are three ways by which live stock 
can be marketed in Argentina. One is by 
direct sales to the packing-plant; one is by 
shipment to Liniers Market in Buenos 
Aires; and one is by sales to the packing- 
plants by consignment. 

Almost without exception, steers of the 


chiller and freezer grades are sold directly 
to the packing-plants, and it is this system 
of selling that is criticized, because it lacks 
buyer competition. Under this system, the 
buyer, in Argentina more correctly called a 
revisor, is sent out by the packing-plant to 
{ook at the fat steers soon after the ranch 
has offered them for sale. This man goes 
out and looks at the steers, sometimes rid- 
ing through them on horseback and some- 
times having them all trailed by him along 
a fence. The steers are usually presented 
to the revisor under the best possible condi- 
tions. They will be sorted and culled, and 
any animals that may detract from the 
value of the group will be taken out. If 
there is a difference in the age or the de- 
gree of fatness, they will be divided into 
uniform groups as nearly as possible. The 
fat compact ones will be put together as a 
group; those tending to be tall will be

There is one advantage to this syste 
of selling for the large producers at tine 
when meat is plentiful and the demand 
small. The packing-plant will give sae 
ence to its most important and reguly 
clients, while those who produce only g fey 
steers may have a hard time finding a buy. 
er. During these times the revisors becoms 
very strict, criticizing a fat steer for any 
little defect and taking few or none at thi 
top price while offering a second and eve, 
a third price as he grades them down. 

On the other hand, when fat steers ar 
scarce and the packing-plants are in pee 
of beef, they will scour the country, buy. 
ing small groups of steers anywhere, But 
rather than overbid each other for the real. 
ly fattened steers, they prefer to take many 
that have not yet reached top market con. 
dition. 

The preference shown by packing-plants 
to the most important sellers is not consid- 
ered fair by those who are excluded from 
this circle. This situation usually comes 
when there is an excess of sales offers and 
the packing-plants do not have an outlet for 
the number of chiller steers offered to them, 


The only basis for price fixing made by 
the packing-plant is the revisor’s report, 
and the price once set is very seldom mod- 
fied. For all practical purposes, the seller 
is forced to accept it. 


The system of selling by consignment to 
Liniers Market in Buenos Aires, while get- 
erally used for the marketing of calves 
cows, and bulls, is not practical for the sale 
of chiller steers because of the added e- 
pense in handling and the delay, which 
causes a loss of weight and injury to their 
appearance, resulting in a lower price.

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What’s a 
Steer Worth? 


OME people say a steer is 
worth what it costs to produce, 
plus a profit—but every busi- 
ness man, whether he be a farmer 
or a merchant, knows that any- 
thing is worth only what somebody 
will pay for it and its cost is a 
minor factor. 


Do the producers of steers, hogs 
and sheep get the full value of 
their animals when they sell them 
at the nation’s market places? The 
answer to that question depends on 
these factors: 


l How much the consuming pub- 
* lic is willing to pay for the 
products which are made from the 
meat animal. 


2 What portion of the consum- 
* er’s dollar goes back to the 
producer? 


Is the work of converting live 
* animals into meat and by- 
products performed efficiently ? 


How much profit does the 


* packer get? 


Approximately 75% of what pack- 
ers receive for meat and by-prod- 
ucts goes back to the producers of 
live stock. 


The efficiency of the packing in- 
dustry is generally recognized and 
few industries are able to maintain 
themselves on as small a portion 
of their total income as is the 
packing industry. 


Packers’ profits over a long period 
of years have averaged less than 
two cents per dollar of sales and 
less than 6% on capital invested in 
plants, equipment, etc. 


The smallness of packers’ profits 
and the large portion of the total 
revenue which goes back to the 
producers are positive evidence 
that natural laws of competition 
and good business management are 
operating to make a steer net its 
producer all that the public says it 
is worth. 


ARMOUR ann COMPANY 
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Consignment direct to packing-plants is 
very seldom done. Under this system, price 
is fixed after weighing or slaughtering; 
and, because the official standard classifi- 
cation and grading of both meat and cattle 
has never been definitely established, there 
is no incentive to sell this way. 

The fact that the packing-plants do not 
always pay premium prices for top grades 
of meat is the result of their buying sys- 
tem, because they change their demands for 
prime quality beef as the supply and de- 
mand changes. As long as the packing- 
plants refuse to compete with each other 
and are content to take unfinished steers 
when the supply of prime steers is low and 
to give individual preference rather than 
quality preference to sellers when the sup- 
ply of steers is above the demand, this situ- 
ation will probably not be corrected. 

In order to improve their marketing sys- 
tem, a co-operative producers’ organization 
called the Corporation of Argentine Meat 
Producers (Corporacion Argentina de Pro- 
ductores de Carnes) was formed in 1934. 
This corporation was founded by the Na- 
tional Meat Board, a body set up by the 
Argentine government to take measures for 
the protection of the country’s cattle indus- 
try. The corporation’s function, as defined

dividual contend that a quarantine of 2 
days for imported boneless meat would 
safe? 

The lecturer says that England eve 
thought that the 21-day quarantine was tw 
much, “compared with the hardships it 
would impose on the trade, and contented 
themselves with a certificate from the in- 
fected exporting countries ascertaining tha 
all animals were inspected before killing 
and found healthy.” 

At this point I must inject my opinion 
that there is not a veterinarian in th 
world who is familiar with foot-and-mout

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hard way” would imply an easy way which 
theoretically at least should be applicable 
to a country where the disease is “of a mild 
character.” I agree with Mr. Garcia-Mata 
that the problem is not so great that it 
would be impossible of solution. 

The tax payers of the United States 
spend enormous sums of money on the erad- 
ication and control of communicable live- 
stock diseases. Many livestock producers 
have suffered loss of their animals and 
much business as a result of such eradica- 
tion and controi. 


In view of this fact it should be readily 
comprehensible why the American agricul- 
turist is desirous of everything possible be- 
ing done to prevent importation of foreign 
diseases. It would appear to me that the 
more logical approach for affected countries 
would be to eradicate their highly com-

municable diseases before requesting lifting 
of American embargoes. 

The lecturer criticizes our Tariff Act of 
1930, in that a law enacted to supercede a 
regulation uses the word “country” instead 
of “region”. To quote from the lecture, 
“This neat little change embargoed a whole 
region, Patagonia, where the disease is not 
known, just because the cattle growing re- 
gion 1,000 miles north was infected.” 


It is my understanding that Patagonia is 
governed by Argentine laws and that im- 
portation of live stock and meats into Pata- 
gonia from the northern part of Argentina 
is common. Therefore, if it were a fact 
that Patagonia was not affected by foot- 
and-month disease, it is susceptible through 
various means at any time. Experience in 
the United States has proved that foot- 
and-mouth disease does not respect district 
or state lines. It can be carried by live 
animals, by carcasses, by birds, by wild 
beasts, and by man with his appliances and 
clothing over great distances to set up new 
foci where the disease was not known previ- 
ously. Witness the 1914 outbreak in the 
United States, when the disease spread to 
22 states and the District of Columbia and 
from the Atlantic to the Pacific oceans. 


The incident of changing the word “re- 
gion” to “country” is described as “Yankee 
trickery” and “a plot of the western farm- 
ers.” It is difficult to understand how any 
man can be so accused for endeavoring to 
save his business or, in cowman terminology 
“to keep someone from nailing his hide on 
the fence.” 

The lecturer states that “our mistake” 
has been poisoning the Argentine-United 
States relations for the past ten years and 
that the inability to correct it is perhaps 


the gravest failure of our good-neighbor

A logical question arises at this point: 
Because a country infected with foot-and- 
mouth disease buys meat from another 
country infected with foot-and-mouth dis 
ease for the sole purpose of good wil), 
should an uninfected country buy meat from 
an infected country in the interest of good 
will and thereby jeopardize its livestock 
and food production for many years to 
come? The answer is self-evident. 

Mr. Garcia-Mata points out the extreme 
importance of solidarity of the Americas 
I heartily agree. He also says that his 
country and ours should be working out 
compromises for the benefit of each other. 
To this I also agree. He goes on to say that 
even a compromise would not solve all the 
problems and that it would only stop the 
misuse of sanitary regulations for economic 
gains. It is represented that Argentine 
surplus beef is around $90,000,000 annually 
and that if a third of it could be sent to the 
United States the whole problem of the wu 
balanced trade would be solved. Let ws 
keep in mind this reference to $30,000, 
worth of beef, as it will be referred to later 
The lecturer adds that this amount of meat ¢ 
could very well be brought into the United 
States for purchase by those in the lowe 
income bracket.

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ional Public Health Association, a veterin- 
arian resident in our most westerly state, 
and a veteran of two outbreaks of foot-and- 
mouth disease in California, one as a field 
veterinarian and the other as veterinarian 
in charge for the state, I must disagree with 
Mr. Garcia-Mata. 

I recall in 1924, the slaughter of thou- 
sands of animals because of meat scraps 
from a country affected with foot-and- 
mouth disease finding their way into our 
garbage and through the medium of garb- 
age into hogs and from hogs to other 
livestock. At that time 109,855 animals 
were killed and buried at a cost to the state 
and federal government of $6,150,382. It is 
pretty well agreed, however, by agricultur- 
ists that the amount expended was a mere 
drop in the bucket compared with the eco- 
nomic losses occasioned by quarantines. It 
has been estimated that foot-and-mouth dis- 
ease has cost the United States in the sev- 
eral outbreaks we have had around $200,- 
000,000. 

In 1929, California had a second outbreak 
of foot-and-mouth disease, which was start- 
ed from garbage fed to hogs. A _ report 
from Great Britain indicates that of the in- 
itial thirty-two infected premises in 1942, 
eighteen involved garbage-fed hogs. 

Again I disagree with Mr. Garcia-Mata in 
his statement that it is an easy job to de- 
stroy the virus in meat. We grant that the 
virus can be destroyed by heat and by ex- 
posure to certain chemicals, but to the best

of my knowledge, this is thoroughly imprac- 
tical in so far as the treatment of meat is 
concerned. As to the destruction of the vir- 
us in the living animal, as mentioned in the 
lecture, that still remains to be demonstrat- 
ed.

importation of South American meat as a 
means of alleviation. Considering that the 
livestock of the United States has no re- 
sistance to foot-and-mouth disease and that 
it is the opinion of scientists and practical 
minded men that slaughter and destruction 
of the animals is the most rapid and econ- 
omic method of eradication, it should be ap- 
parent that importations from affected 
countries could do nothing but bring about 
an aggravation of the present situation, not 
only as to meat, but also as to milk and 
dairy products. Rather, a way might be 
found by which South American meats could 
be purchased by the Allies for shipment into 
the Atlantic to supply our fighting forces 
and our Allies in Africa and Europe. This 
would leave our own meat available for con- 
sumption within the continental United 
States and for shipment to our insular pos- 
sessions in the Pacific and to our Allies on 
that side of the world. 

It is reported that Australia and New 
Zealand supply meat to our forces, and we 
appreciate that fact. 

I can not refrain from reiteration that in 
my opinion meats imported from countries 
infected with foot-and-mouth disease could 
serve no purpose other than aggravate our 
shortage of livestock products and through 
disease control and eradication add a tre- 
mendous expenditure of public funds by an 
already sorely pressed people.

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pages of time to the year 1902 if we want to find the first 

direct purchase that started the long line of world famous 
Eileenmere cattle. 

It was in the year 1902 that B. R. Pierce, Creston, Illinois, ex- 
hibited Black Woodlawn 42088 at the International Live Stock 
Exposition. This good bull was made senior champion of that 
show and had there been a grand champion award made during 
the years 1900, 1901 and 1902, he surely would have been one of 
“ oi International grand champions of the Aberdeen-Angus 

reed. 

Mr. B. R. Pierce was the father of Stanley Pierce, who, with 
his sons, still operate the Woodlawn Stock Farms at. Creston, 
Illinois. I mention this fact as many new breeders probably did 
not realize that this herd played an important part in the history 
of both the Eileenmeres and the Prizemeres. 

Mr. Otto V. Battles, a young breeder from Maquoketa, Iowa, 
made a trip to Parnell, Iowa, to buy a herd bull. He selected a 
bull by the name of Oakville Quiet Lad 109220, a son of the 1902 
senior champion, Black Woodlawn. This bull was purchased from 
John Cash, Jr., and it was sons of Oakville Quiet Lad that branch- 
ed out to form those two noted lines of sires, the Prizemeres and 
the Eileenmeres. Oakville Quiet Lad was exhibited by Otto V. 
Battles and was made grand champion at the International in the 
year 1910. ° 

J. Garrett Tolan now enters the picture when he selected and 
purchased Eileenmere 4th 251504 from Mr. Battles. This son of 
Oakville Quiet Lad was selected because he had exceptionally 
straight lines and Mr. Tolan said, “I liked his pedigree”. This 
purchase was made shortly after the period that marked the close 
of the first World War, but the fight to produce better beef cattle 
never stopped at the Tolan farm at Pleasant Plains, Illinois, a 
farm that is located just a few miles from Springfield and located 
on the same road that honest Abe Lincoln walked many years ago. 

I remember one of my visits to the old home place where for 
four generations Aberdeen-Angus cattle have been bred and fed 
and is now headquarters for J. Garrett and his family. It was 
during Illinois State Fair time, the show was over and I was spend- 
ing the night as their guest. We were seated on the porch watch- 
ing a few flashes of heat lightning in the West while John, the 
Tolan’s son, stepped from the porch to pump a pitcher of fresh 
water. Mrs. Tolan chanced to remark that Mr. Lincoln had stopped 
there many times to pump a drink from that same well, bringing

The record made by Tolan bred bulls, saturated 
with Eileenmere blood lines, should answer the 
beginner’s question: “What is the best method 
to follow in building a strong breeding herd?”.

to my mind the thought that Mr. Lincoln and Mr. Tolan had several 
things in common; both drank water from the same well; both 
were as honest as the day is long and both were sincere in their 
efforts to help improve in their respective fields. Abe Lincoln 
was a great leader of the people and emancipator of the Negro 
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J. Garrett Tolan as a great breeder of out- 
— beef cattle, that also happen to be black. 
Both are looked upon as great: leaders with Mr. 
Tolan’s name going down in the history of Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
just as surely as Mr. Lincoln’s won a place in the history of this 


new world. ; 

Starting with Eileenmere 4th we find a great strain of out- 
standing animals developed at Tolan farms, including many first 
inners and champions at the leading shows of this nation. 
Among his many sons was Kileenmere 15th 398457, a bull Garrett 
bred and sold to Harrison & Ryan, Harlan, Iowa, who exhibited him 
at the fairs and in 1929 this bull was the International grand 
champion. 

Eileenmere 32d, one of the great sons of Eileenmere 15th, was 
retained in the Tolan herd and this good sire produced two of the 
most outstanding animals of the breed today. These two are 
Eileenmere 85th 470007, Tolan’s 1935 International grand cham- 
pion bull and Blackcap Tolan 35th, the only three times Inter- 
national grand champion female in the history of Aberdeen-Angus. 

Eileenmere 85th is still chief herd sire at the farm. His sons 
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Col. A. E. Peirce’s check and EILEENMERE 260th.

and daughters are to be found in many of the leading 
herds of the nation. He was undefeated in class for 
senior and grand champion bull, was shown under 
eleven judges at thirteen shows, including the American Royal and 
the International Exposition. Up to the year 1943 his top ten 
calves had sold for $53,000.00 and since that time another son and 
two daughters brought an additional $19,000.00. Just how much 
money has been earned by this great sire and his sons and daugh- 
ters would make a story that could be told only by the owners of 
these cattle. At eleven years of age this outstanding sire is still 
producing at the Tolan farm. 


The two greatest sons of Eileenmere 85th are Eileenmere 260th 
senior champion bull at the last International show. He was sold 
in May, 1941, to Col. A. E. Peirce, Warrenton, Virginia, for 
$15,000.00 and at the time of this sale he was said to be the high- 
est selling Aberdeen-Angus bull in over twenty years. At the same 
time Mr. H. O. Barnes, of Kentucky, bought a half brother to 
Eileenmere 260th in the Tolan auction at $8,200.00, the highest 
priced Aberdeen-Angus bull selling at auction for a great many 
years. Eileenmere 260th, and a photostatic copy of the check 
tendered in payment, is shown 
along with this story. Just how 
that photostat. came into my pos- 
session is another story, but there 
were three copies of that check, 
one destined to be framed and 
placed over Garrett’s desk, the 
other two being extras made by 
the photographer. After taking 
a drink from that same well as 
did Abe I learned that it was not 
the water that had made him so 
honest and I could no resist bor- 
rowing one of the extra prints. 
Mr. Tolan never knew that this 
photo would appear in print and 
I exonerate him on that point.

( FIRST acquaintance with Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle was made in about 
the year 1911, when, on one beastly 

hot day during the drouth time of that year 
I noticed a herd of black cattle coming down 
the road. The drivers were stopping at ev- 
ery house asking permission to water the 
herd, and being denied this privilege at ev- 
ery halt, for water at that time was as 
precious as dollars and many wells of this 
section were dry. 

When the drivers stopped at my gate I 
gave them permission to turn the herd into 
my lot to the tank, asking only that they 
leave the tank full of water when they left. 
I visited with these men, who were J. Gar- 
rett and Paul F. Tolan, and I learned some- 
thing about the cattle they were taking 
home from a sale. This made a forty mile 
walk for those five little calves and nine 
cows. I made up my mind right then if 
they were rugged and hardy enough to 
stand that, they were the kind I was looking 
for and would some day own a herd of them. 
From that time on I have been a good friend 
of the Tolans and have since that date been 
——- interested in Aberdeen-Angus cat- 
tle. 

Time went on until 1927. I had not as 
yet purchased any black cattie, for my busi- 
ness was feeding steers, with from four to 
five hundred steers going to market from 
my yards each year. In 1927 I attended the 
Kansas City Royal and while there pur- 
chased two top carloads of Shorthorn steers. 
Mr. Enos Tolan, brother of Garrett and 
Paul, was with me and he purchased three 
carloads of Aberdeen-Angus steers. When 
we loaded out for home, Enos found that he 
had a few too many steers for his cars and 
asked if I would take some off his hands. 

I took four of Enos’ steers home with my 
Shorthorns and when I arrived home my 
son, James Thornton, selected one of the 
black steers for his 4-H project, fed him 
well and won reserve champion steer at the 
County show. The other three steers did 
better in the feed lot, and the feeding qual- 
ities of those steers made me even more 
anxious to buy a few Aberdeen-Angus 
breeding cattle for the farm. 

It was the next year, 1928, that my first 
breeding stock was purchased. It happened 
that we took two carloads of Hampshire 
hogs to the St. Louis market and while 
there learned that on the following day 
would be held a Blue Ribbon Sale of Aber- 
deen-Angus. I decided to stay over for this 
event and spent the evening visiting with 
several breeders including Paul Tolan, 
Pleasant Plains; W. H. Mummert, Astoria; 
Dean Mobley, Mt. Sterling; Charles Colclas- 
ure, Aledo; and Ed Schwarm, of Loogootee, 
Tilinois. 
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At this Blue Ribbon Sale I purchased En- 
chanta 364522, a February 14, 1923, daugh- 
ter of Shady Brook Elwood, out of Etheria 
of Maizemore. This was one of my original 
females and one that produced many of the 
best cattle now represented in the breeding 
herd. In 1929 we added Blackcap 109th 
335892, a daughter of Blackcap Bertram, 
out of Blackcap Itine 238317. This cow 
proved to be a good producer and we retain- 
ed four of her daughters in our herd. The 
first daughter was Blackcap Fandie 428099, 
a daughter of Bovinea. This good female 
is the foundation of our Blackcap Fandies, 
having produced nine heifer calves and one 
son, and will have another calf by the time 
this article appears in print. The three re- 
maining daughters of Blackcap 109th, 
Blackecap Thornton, Blackcap Thornton 2d, 


. and Blackeap Thornton 3d, were the founda- 


tion of my Blackcap Thornton family. 


While I had purchased several other fe- 
males, these two mentioned are the founda- 
tion animals of most of the cattle in the 
present herd. Remember that at the time 
these two were purchased I did not have 
any intention of establishing a registered 
herd, but only wanted a few registered cows 
around, more as a hobby than for a busi- 
ness, for my steer feeding was the major 
item of cattle on the farm. I did not re- 
tain any bull calves at all; the bulls were 
all placed in the feed lot as steers. The 
best heifers were retained and the rest of 
the heifers went along with the bulls to 
market. 

The first herd bull used was Elis Lad 
314187, a son of Blackcap Bertram out of 
Effie’s Girl. I raised a crop of heifers by 
him and sold the bull. This probably was 
my first error, for he produced some very 
good daughters and should have been re-

ITH THIS ISSUE the Mercer Coun- 
W ty Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Associ- 
ation renews another year’s advertis- 
ing contract. We had allowed it to tempor- 
arily lapse, owing to a lack of breeding 
stock on hand for sale, and wishing this 
year’s program to begin with this issue. In 
our advertisement we have attempted to call 
to the attention of the Journal’s readers 
some of the successes recorded by Mercer 
County cattle in the numerous auctions re- 
cently held. Many higher values than some 
mentioned could have been named, but it 
was our desire only to call to your atten- 
tion the comparative values placed on Merc- 
er County breeding in these various auc- 
tions and invite your comparison of this rec- 
ord with that of cattle of any other breeder 
or any other association’s cattle. We are 
of course proud of this record. It shows, 
we believe, not only, that our sales attract 
the attendance of constructive breeders who 
know and understand the value of blood 
lines, and the ability to select the type that 
they believe their customers prefer; but 
that it also reflects the years of constructive 
planning, the years of careful attention and 
development, the years of study of blood 
lines used by the breed’s more successful 
producers of our better cattle, by both the 
present day breeders and those who for 
the past fifty years have caused our county 
to be recognized as the “‘Aberdeenshire of 
America.”

Along with this great bull went 
four heifers under one year of age at $2,- 
000.00 each, two of them sired by Eileen- 
mere 85th. 

A recent trip to Illinois afforded me with 
the opportunity to again visit the Tolan 
farm and obtain first hand information con- 
cerning the purchase of Eileenmere 501st 
and the four daughters of Eileenmere 85th. 
It seems that Mr. and Mrs. Fowler McCor- 
mick, together with their herdsman, visited 
the Tolan farm in search of a herd sire. 
They inspected Eileenmere 501st and his 
stall mate Eileenmere 500th, saw them in 
their pen, then had them led out for inspec- 
tion.

85th 470007 and produced the bull calf nam- 
ed Eileenmere 260th. 

This heifer was purchased in the Thou- 
sand Hills auction for the modest sum of 
$325.00 and to my knowledge she has pro- 
duced enough to repay Garrett for the time 
he spent examining the sale catalogs for 
just such a bargain, and for the time spent 
in waiting for the opportunity to add her to 
his herd. Garrett knew that the daughter 
of Eileenmere 15th, called Barbara 2d of 
Strathmore, had been bought in dam from 
Harrison & Ryan, that she had later sold to 
Dr. Laughlin and when the Thousand Hill 
dispersion sale was scheduled Garrett went 
to Kirksville, Missouri, knowing that this 
fine heifer would return home with him re- 
gardless of price. 


Many readers of the Aberdeen-Angus 
Journal have wondered at the lengthy sale 
reports that follow each sale, but not so 
with Garrett, for those reports have meant 
many thousands of dollars to him in the 
form of top selling cattle produced on his 
farm. For instance this one heifer produced 
Eileenmere 260th that sold for $15,000.00, a 
full brother a year younger sold in Tolan’s 
1941 sale to H. O. Barnes, Echo Farm, Fish- 
erville, Kentucky, for $8,200.00 and another 
of her sons by the 85th, Eileenmere 290th, 
is now in service at Philip Postel’s South 
Side Stock Farm, Rockbridge, Illinois, price 
unknown to me as he sold at private treaty. 
It is hard to say what a daughter of this 
cow actually would be worth, but wouldn’t 
you like to own one?

As I stated at the beginning of this | 


article, the record made by Tolan bred bulls, 
saturated with Eileenmere blood lines, 
should answer the new breeder’s question, 
“What is the best method to follow in build. 
ing a strong herd?” 

In closing I quote a paragraph taken from 
Mr. Otto V. Battles’ article in the January, 
1943, Aberdeen-Angus Journal. “My first 
and most important consideration in select- 
ing youngsters to take a place in the show 
herd is their back ground. There is to 
much at stake to take a chance on unprovel 
material. I have seen many a promising 
show yard candidate, from an early individ- 
ual standpoint, develop into a disappoint: 
ment simply because its ancestors wert 
either minus the right qualities, or, if they 
possessed them, were incapable of passing 
them on. On the other hand, I have seet 
rather unpromising looking individuals 
calves, develop into winners, due to inherit 
ed qualities which were not manifest at a 
early age. No rule, of course, is infallible 
in the breeding business and for that reasmn 
these conditions, in some instances, may be 
reversed, but by far and large, I have found 
the method mentioned the most reliable 
guide in the selection of animals for futur 
greatness . . . I have been asked at whl 
age should show prospects be picked. My 
system is to have them in mind when the 
mating which produces them is made. 

The rule followed by the master breeders 
in choosing show yard candidates shoul 
also be applied to the selection of breeding 
animals if you wish to build that strong 
breeding herd.

the time of the sale. While it also is hard 
to turn away private sales it has resulted 
in an increased interest in the auctions. 

The organization is so large that each 
member need only contribute one or two top 
animals to make a real bang-up sale. They 
consign top cattle to represent their herds 
and with seventy-eight members to consign 
cattle to these sales they can draw on a big 
reserve of breeding stock to insure the prop- 
er quality in the cattle selling. 

Since there are so many consignors it is 
almost impossible to tell about all the cattle 
each man is offering, and should we endeav- 
or to write about the herd sires in service 
we would be sure to miss a part of them, 
however this area is the home of many 
good herd bulls and several outstanding 
sires that have made a great record for 
their owners.

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T THE TIME of the recent American 

Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ National 

association sponsored sale at Galt, 
California, which, by the way, was success- 
ful beyond everyone’s expectations, a Pa- 
cific Coast Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ As- 
sociation was formed, including the States 
of Washington, Oregon, California, Idaho, 
Utah, Nevada, and Arizona.

The Breed faces bright future | 


In the Pacific Coastal State; 


One of the first actions of the new association was to start 
plans for two fall sales, the first one of which will be held the 
latter part of October in either Washington or Oregon, and the 
other at Los Angeles during the Western Live Stock Show late in 
November. The plans for these sales are in the hands of a com- 
petent Sale Committee composed of Mr. Ed. Biaggini, of Cayucos, 
California; Mr. Tom Tupman, of Los Angeles, and Mr. Jim Gutt- 
ridge, of Prairie City, Oregon. A 

The fact that many more females could have been sold to 
advantage in the Galt Sale, argues well for the success of the two 
sales above mentioned. In fact, there seems to be, at present, an 
insatiable demand for Aberdeen-Angus cattle in this Western 
country which, ever since the beginning of cattle improvement in 
this one-time home of the Mexican Longhorn, has been dominated 
by the Hereford. In some inconceivable way, the unfounded im- 
pression got about, in the early days, that the Whiteface was 
hardier than any other cattle and, therefore, was better suited to 
the rough terrain of much of the Western grazing country. This 
theory has long since been exploded and all fair-minded cattle 
raisers now are willing to accord the Aberdeen-Angus, at least, an 
even break with the Hereford on the score of hardiness and 
rustling ability, and many who have had experience with both 
breeds go even further and credit the “Doddie” with superior 
grazing qualities. 

From the start of my experience with Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
in the West, I have been aware of the last mentioned theory and 
have never missed an opportunity to advance this argument in 
favor of ovr Breed. Before coming West, I knew that Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle were hardy by inheritance and were, therefore,

why are there not more of them in 
the West? My answer has been that 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle were intro- 
duced into the United States nearly 
one hundred years later than the 
Shorthorn and seventy years later 
than the Hereford. In other words, 
these older beef breeds were well 
established before Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle were known at all in this 
country. Furthermore, until recent 
years, Aberdeen-Angus breeders had 
made little, or no, effort to introduce

the Breed to the Western Range States. Once the policy of breed 


expansion outside of the Middle West was adopted, however, which

supporters. During the past dozen years or more, many pure b 
herds have been developed in practically every part of the West 
and many commercial producers are using Aberdeen-Angus 
bulls which are now available. Aberdeen-Angus cattle are 
particularly adapted to Western conditions and great as the 
Breed’s progress has been in recent years, I predict that still 
more rapid progress will be registered in the next decade. —

slogan, “The Fastest Growing Beef Breed in America” was 
adopted and it is a satisfaction now to know that our optimism, 
at that time, has been justified, for truly the Aberdeen-Angus }s 
making greater strides in advancement than any other bee 
breed, and this is as true on the Pacific Coast as it is elsewhere. 
During the past five years, the popularity of this naturally 
hornless breed has spread like wild-fire all over the West. 
Range producers and farmers alike have found, by actual trial, 
that Aberdeen-Angus cattle are hardy, good rustlers, prolific, 
and early maturing, all necessary requisites to economical farm 
and range production. And the fact that a registered Aberdeen- 
Angus bull will produce one-hundred-percent hornless calves 
when mated with cows of any other breed is also greatly ap- 
preciated.
